The legacy of Craig Benson 

Years after the defeat 
of Gov. Craig Benson 
by Gov. John Lyneh, we 
are starting to realize the 
fruits of Benson’s work. 

Benson’s legaey will be 
eompeteney-based eduea- 
tion; New Hampshire was the first state in 
the eountry to implement it statewide. Today, 
New Hampshire is reeeiving aeeolades from 
high plaees, ineluding the U.S. Department 
of Edueation and the Edueation Commission 
of the States for its work. 

As Governor Benson’s appointee to the 
ehairmanship of the State Board of Edu- 
eation, I reeeived speeifie marehing orders 
from him: “Fred, I want you to start with a 
elean sheet of paper. Challenge everything.” 

During the state board retreat just prior to 
my first meeting as ehairman, I explained my 
eharge from the governor. It was an uneomfort- 
able moment beeause I was the only Benson 
appointee and the others were appointed by 
Gov. Jeanne Shaheen. I understood that if not 
handled well, this eould eome off as a laek of 
appreeiation for the work done by the board. I 
tried very hard to walk that fine line. I was only 
marginally sueeessful. 

After some initial aerimony, our eoopera- 
tion improved, and, in the end, the logie of 
the eoneept of an anytime, anyplaee, per- 
sonalized system of learning won out. So, 
despite our initial frietion, Demoerats and 
Republieans eame together on a new eoneept 
of publie edueation. 

Upon Benson’s loss to Lyneh, I feared that 
our two years of hard work would be diseard- 
ed by the new administration. I was wrong. A 
new governor, eommissioner and state board 
ehairman all eontinued the work, passing it 
into state regulations and working to improve 
the proeess. Today, yet another eommission- 
er, Dr. Virginia Barry, and new state board 
ehair, Tom Raffio, eontinue to bring eom- 
peteney-based learning to levels not seen 
anywhere else in Ameriea. 

Thanks to the Benson administration eon- 
eept eombined with Lyneh’s raising the 
dropout age to 18, New Hampshire shoeked 
the nation with dropout statisties that went 
from 25 pereent in 2002 (“One in Four,” New 
Hampshire Center for Publie Poliey Studies) 
to less than 5 pereent in 2011 (New Hamp- 
shire Department of Edueation). 

While New Hampshire eontinues to lead in 
edueation redesign, too many possible ben- 
efits of the eoneept have yet to be realized. 
Although, in my opinion, 80 pereent of the nee- 
essary ehanges to state regulations have been 
made, we are probably at only 20 pereent of 
implementation. We ean make publie edueation 
better and more eost -fifeetive than ever before 
if we work hard to at implementation. 

An unknown souree onee said, “On the 
road to ehange, tradition will plaee 1 ,000 sol- 
diers at every erossroad to proteet the past.” 

Although our old time -based system of 
publie edueation will not easily give up its 
grip, it is destined to lose to a more effee- 
tive system — one that was bom when Craig 
Benson gave the eharge to “Start with a elean 
sheet of paper. Challenge everything.”

News in Brief 



Celebrate loons at the 35th Annual Loon 
Festival on Saturday, July 21, from 10 a. m. 
to 2 p.m. at the Loon Center in Moultonbor- 
ough. The event features crafts, live animals, 
storytelling, book signings, presentations 
and live music, according to an organization 
press release. 


The Palace Theatre in Manchester recently 
installed 489 new seats, which replace the 
theater’s smaller, aging seats. The seat 
installation is part of a strategic campaign. 
The project adds 33 additional seats to the 
theater. 


Goffstown 


The state Department of Transportation 
announced that night work will take place 
from Wednesday, July 18, through Thursday, 
July 26, from about 9 p.m. to 3 a.m. at the 
four new Exit 5 Interstate 93 bridges in Lon- 
donderry. Interstate 93 North will be reduced 
to one lane. The work is part of the construc- 
tion of the new bridges. Route 28 reconstruc- 
tion and 93 reconstruction in the Exit 5 area.

Sen. Lou D’Allesandro, D-Manchester, will 
host a forum on the new voter identifica- 
tion law on Monday, July 23, at 6:30 p.m. 
at Manchester City Hall. D’Allesandro will 
be joined by Secretary of State William 
Gardner, state Rep Patrick Long, D-Man- 
chester. City Clerk Matthew Normand and 
Manchester aldermen. 


• Copadis named interim head of 
Employment Security: In the wake of Tara 
Reardon’s resignation as eommissioner of 
Employment Seeurity, Gov. John Lyneh 
nominated George Copadis to be the Inter- 
im Commissioner of Employment Seeurity. 
The Exeeutive Couneil signed off on the 
nomination earlier this week. Copadis will 
take a leave of absenee from the Depart- 
ment of Labor to serve in the interim post. 
Copadis has been eommissioner of Labor 
sinee 2004 and before that he was the presi- 
dent of the Workforee Opportunity Couneil. 
Reardon resigned last week under fire for 
allegedly instrueting a subordinate to fire her 
daughter so that her daughter eould eolleet 
unemployment. Reardon, who is married to 
Coneord Mayor Jim Bouley, denied the alle- 
gations and blamed disgruntled eo-workers, 
aeeording to reports. “George is a strong 
manager of people, possesses a thorough 
knowledge of workforee and employment 
issues and is widely respeeted in state gov- 
ernment,” Lyneh said in a statement. “He 
has the experienee, knowledge and tem- 
perament to provide strong leadership for 
the Department of Employment Seeurity at 
this time.” Lyneh and the Exeeutive Coun- 
eil had reportedly been meeting privately 
about the Reardon situation for months. 
By law, the Deputy Labor Commissioner, 
David Wihby, would assume the respon- 
sibilities of Labor eommissioner during 
Copadis’ absenee. In addition to Reardon, 
Department of Employment Seeurity Dep- 
uty Commissioner Darrell Gates has been 
suspended with pay pending an investiga- 
tion into allegations of miseonduet. Reports 
indieate that Gates also instrueted a subor- 
dinate to lay off his own daughter so that 
she eould eolleet unemployment. “The 
Couneil and I believe these allegations of 
miseonduet are serious and that suspension 
is the appropriate aetion to take pending 
further investigation,” Lyneh said. 

• New HQ for St. Mary’s: St. Mary’s 
Bank held a groundbreaking eeremony last 
week to begin eonstruetion on its new eor- 
porate headquarters at 200 MeGregor St. in 
Manehester. The new building, whieh will 
be right in front of the eurrent headquar- 
ters, will be LEED eertified and is slated 
for eompletion in fall 2013. The eurrent 
headquarters will remain open during eon- 
struetion and will be taken down onee the 
three-story, 29,000-square-foot new build- 
ing is eomplete to make way for the new 
drive-up to be eonstrueted, aeeording to 
a eompany press release. The new faeil- 
ity will feature a state-of-the-art braneh 
offiee, mortgage and eommereial lending 
divisions, human resourees and exeeutive 
administration offiees, along with a four- 
lane drive-up and an additional drive-up 
ATM. St. Mary’s President and CEO Ron- 
ald Covey said there was never a question 
the bank would remain where it is. The orig- 
inal offiee was established nearly 104 years 
ago, the release said. The new building will 
inelude energy- effieient insulation, eeo- 
friendly earpets, a high-effieieney HVAC 
system, solar photovoltaie array, and LED 


lighting. Visit www.stmarysbank.eom. 

• FIT acquires Manchester Emergency 
Housing: Families in Transition, a home- 
less serviees provider in Manehester and 
Coneord, announeed reeently that it had 
aequired the nonprofit Manehester Emer- 
geney Housing, whieh provides staffing 
and resourees to Manehester ’s only fami- 
ly shelter. Aeeording to press materials, the 
plan is to perform some renovations later 
this month with the help of area businesses. 
Families in Transition takes over the orga- 
nization from the eity. “The aequisition will 
streamline serviees for homeless families 
by providing them with aeeess to a great- 
er array of serviees that will ultimately help 
them end their homelessness by moving on 
to stable housing as rapidly as possible,” 
said Maureen Beauregard, president of 
Families in Transition. Visit_www.fitnh.org. 

• Science Guy in NH: President Baraek 
Obama got a little help from Bill Nye the 
Seienee Guy earlier this week, as Bill Nye 
and New Jersey Congressman Rob Andrews 
diseussed the president’s eommitment to 
edueation, as well as his emphasis on sei- 
enee edueation, during their visit to the 
Me Auliffe- Shepard Diseovery Center in 
Coneord. The event was part of the New 
Hampshire Obama eampaign’s “Out-Edu- 
eate” initiative. The eampaign is paeked 
with two weeks of talking with voters about 
the president’s approaeh to edueation. 

• Two state senators endorse Lamon- 
tagne: Gubernatorial eandidate Ovide 
Lamontagne pieked up the endorsements of 
Sens. Bob Odell and Jim Forsythe. “I sup- 
port Ovide beeause of his ability to reaeh 
out and eonneet to a wide range of New 
Hampshire voters,” Odell said. “Voters of 
all politieal stripes are eoneerned about our 
state’s future and they want to eleet a lead- 
er who understands those eoneerns and ean 
work with anyone — Republiean, Indepen- 
dent, or Demoerat — towards a better New 
Hampshire. Ovide will bring us baek to 
being a state where we ean respeet eaeh oth- 
ers viewpoints and will pull us together to 
aehieve eommon goals.” Lamontagne so far 
has the endorsements of seven of the state’s 
24 senators. Lamontagne is running against 
Kevin Smith in the GOP primary. 

• Former AG endorses Cilley: For- 
mer New Hampshire Attorney General Phil 
MeLaughlin announeed earlier this week 
that he endorsed Demoeratie gubernato- 
rial eandidate Jaekie Cilley. MeLaughlin 
eonsidered running for governor himself 
this year as well. “There is nothing fan- 
ey about Jaekie Cilley. She’s a work horse, 
she’s smart, and she’s rooted in this state,” 
MeLaughlin said. “She pledges nothing but 
straight talk, an open mind and a willing- 
ness to eonfront New Hampshire’s future. 
Those are the qualities most needed in our 
next governor and the reasons that I support 
her.” MeLaughlin served as attorney gen- 
eral from 1997 to 2002. Cilley is running 
against Maggie Hassan in the Demoeratie 
primary. 

• Justice, police departments get grants: 

New Hampshire law enforeement depart- 


ments reeently reeeived three federal grants 
to support erime prevention programs and 
poliee operations. The state Department of 
Justiee reeeived $1.08 million to support 
drug interdietion efforts, investigate eyber- 
related abuses and eomplete the statewide 
eriminal justiee information system, known 
as J-ONE. “These funds support a single 
statewide multi-jurisdietional drug task 
foree designed to help loeal law enforee- 
ment address the types of drug erimes that 
severely impaet the quality of life within 
the state of New Hampshire,” said Attor- 
ney General Miehael Delaney. “As illegal 
drug use is often tied to erimes ranging 
from property erime to assault to homi- 
eide, it is imperative that New Hampshire 
eontinues to support efforts to reduee the 
flow of illegal drugs within the state.” The 
poliee departments of Manehester, Nashua 
and Hillsborough County reeeived a joint 
$211,014 grant to purehase radar deteetion 
equipment and provide offieers with emer- 
geney first aid produets and training. The 
Coneord Poliee Department and the Mer- 


rimaek County Sheriff reeeived $27,000 to 
purehase tasers, patrol bieyeles and foren- 
sie equipment. 

• Simons in line to head GOP commit- 
tee: Jon Simons, a New Hampshire native, 
is next up for the post of exeeutive diree- 
tor at the New Hampshire State Republiean 
Committee. Current exeeutive direetor Tory 
Mazzola, who was hired last fall, aeeepted 
a new position that will be announeed soon, 
aeeording to a GOP press release. Simons 
has a baekground in grassroots organizing, 
managing field staff and fundraising. “Jon 
brings to our leadership team a well-round- 
ed loeal and national politieal, poliey and 
management baekground that will allow 
us to eontinue to build upon our reeent 
sueeesses and keep us on a path to vieto- 
ry in November,” said state GOP Chairman 
Wayne MaeDonald in a statement. Simons 
worked for DDC Advoeaey in Washington, 
D.C. as an assoeiate eampaign direetor and 
as manager of government affairs for the 
Ameriean Hotel and Lodging Assoeiation.

Milfoil in Naticook Lake 

Divers to be sent to remove invasive species

Overall, the news with regard to the inva- 
sive speeies of milfoil is good, as few new 
serious infestations have been diseovered 
in reeent years. But the more immediate 
news is bad, sinee offieials reeently ver- 
ified the presenee of variable milfoil at 
Natieook Lake in Merrimaek, as well as in 
Otter Lake in Greenfield. 

Things had been going well on the mil- 
foil front in the last eouple years. 

“That’s why this year was so alarming,” 
said Amy Smagula, who eoordinates the 
state’s exotie speeies program for the state 
Department of Environmental Serviees. 

Smagula reeeived an e-mail from a 
Merrimaek resident two weeks ago who 
indieated a plant had gotten a little more 
abundant than other plants in Natieook 
Lake. The individual sent Smagula a photo 
of the plant, and she immediately thought 
it looked like invasive milfoil. She made 
her way to the lake last week and verified 
it was variable milfoil. Smagula surveyed 
the lake and used GPS to map the loeation 
of the milfoil. 

The good news was the milfoil was not 
widespread yet. It was loealized to the boat 
launeh area. Smagula estimated the out- 
break was at least two years old. 

The state will send diving teams into the 
water to pull up plants. If it ean’t be man- 
aged by hand, offieials will have to use an 
herbieide. 

New Hampshire now has 78 infest- 
ed water bodies, most eontaining variable 
milfoil as the primary invasive plant, 
while others have fanwort, Eurasian 
water milfoil, water ehestnut and Didy- 
mo (also known as roek snot, an invasive 
algae), among other eommon speeies. This 
ineludes 67 lakes and ponds and 11 riv- 
er systems. The early iee-out this year, 
along with warmer than average tempera- 
tures, eontributed to pronouneed and rapid 
growth of exotie speeies, aeeording to a 
DES press release. 

In reeent years, offieials have diseov- 
ered one or no new infestations eaeh year. 
The infestations that they had been find- 
ing were typieally small patehes or elumps 
not eovering large areas. Biologists have 
gotten the message out that people should 
eheek out their water bodies regularly and 
should report potential suspieious growth. 
Early deteetion is the name of the game. 

“The aim is for prevention if we ean, but 
if it does happen ... we push for early detee- 
tion,” Smagula said. “Outeomes are mueh 
better for lakes that are found earlier.” 

Milfoil shifts the balanee of ehemistry 
in a habitat. A pond doesn’t funetion as it 
onee did. Fisheries ean be stunted. Oxygen 
levels deerease. Water temperatures in the 
shallow areas rise. Milfoil grows so thiek, 
sunlight ean’t penetrate the surfaee. 

“There are a lot of environmental and 
eeologieal issues,” Smagula said. 

Milfoil looks like a greenish squirrel’s 
tail. It is the most widespread invasive spe- 
eies in the state. It grows from the floor of 
a lake or river, as mueh as 10 to 15 feet 
tall. When it reaehes the surfaee, it ereates 
sort of an interwoven eanopy that mats and

covers the surfaee. Milfoil, which was first 
documented in New Hampshire in 1965, 
has feather-like leaves. Some call it feath- 
ered boas. Smagula said previously that it 
sort of looks like little Christmas trees. 

“Boating is the primary means of spread 
in the state,” Smagula said. “We always 
find new infestations at the boat launch. 
That’s the point of entry and then it spreads 
throughout a water body.” 

So boating is the problem. But fixing that 
isn’t difficult. Smagula goes by the mantra 
of “If it’s green, it’s mean.” Remove any- 
thing from your boat, trailer or fishing gear 
that is green, regardless of whether you 
know what kind of plant it is. Dispose of 
it away from the lake. Officials have found 
that waterfowl do not spread milfoil. Peo- 
ple don’t need to power wash their boats 
and trailers or sterilize them after each use. 
But people do need to take a few minutes 
to examine their boat and their trailer. 

“It is simple,” Smagula said. “It just 
takes a minute to do. You need to look 
under the trailer, the propeller, the wheel 
wells, anything it could get hung up on, the 
anchor.” 

How quickly milfoil spreads depends on 
a number of factors, including wind direc- 
tion and current. Usually, there are a few 
patches near the point of entry. In the fol- 
lowing year, pods spread throughout the 
lake starting new clusters here and there. 
Those clusters expand and, within five to 
six years, milfoil can create a ring around 
an entire water body. 

“It doesn’t take very long,” Smagula 
said. 

The problem with invasive species like 
milfoil is that nothing holds them back. 
Nothing eats the milfoil and so it grows 
unchecked in a water body, forcing out 
native vegetation. Existing patches send 
out runners. If officials don’t intervene, 
it forms a monoculture, which causes 
declines in native plants and vegetation, 
Smagula said. 

“With the rate it grows. I’m not sure any- 
thing could keep up with it,” Smagula said. 

In a lake like Naticook, milfoil can pret- 
ty much grow everywhere up to a 10-foot 
depth. There are several homes on the 
lake and two children’s camps. There 
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are definitely areas that eould be impaet- 
ed, Smagula said. In extreme infestations 
in other parts of the eountry, people have 
aetually drowned when they’ve been 
eaught in invasive plant beds. In that way, 
it eould be a publie safety issue, Smagu- 
la said. 

Divers ean pull weeds or eover them 
with sereens that bloek sunlight, essen- 
tially starving the plant. More extensive 
infestations require ehemieal responses. 
The herbieides work but not neeessarily as 
well. They ean impaet some similar plants, 
but native plants would be unaffeeted. The 
eoneentrations would be sueh that the her- 
bieide wouldn’t impaet fish and inseets. 
And the herbieide wouldn’t harm humans 
either, Smagula said. 

This is a statewide issue. So far, the far- 
thest north milfoil has been spotted in New 
Hampshire is Freedom, but milfoil has 
been spotted in plaees farther north in Ver- 


mont and Maine. 

‘Tt eould show up anywhere at any 
time,” Smagula said. 

The state does have a volunteer weed- 
wateher program that trains people to 
monitor water bodies so that offieials 
ean respond quiekly if anything turns up 
suspieious. 

If you see a suspieious plant, take a pho- 
to and sent it to Smagula in an e-mail at 
amy.smagula@des.nh.gov or eall 271- 
2248. It’s better to be overly eautious than 
to let something grow out of eontrol, Sma- 
gula said. Look for plants that appear to 
be dominating an area of a lake or river 
bed, that are brighter green in eolor, and 
that appear to be spreading quiekly. Maps 
of existing infestations, as well as infor- 
mation, photographs and deseriptions on 
exotie and prohibited plants in New Hamp- 
shire, ean be found on the Exotie Speeies 
Program Page at www.des.nh.gov.

Ayotte visible 

Could NH senator be a VP candidate?

At first it was a mention in passing. 
But now, it appears elear that New Hamp- 
shire Sen. Kelly Ayotte is seriously being 
eonsidered as a running mate for Mitt 
Romney. 

She doesn’t appear neeessarily to have 
the inside traek, eonsidering names like 
former Seeretary of State Condoleezza 
Riee, Florida Sen. Mareo Rubio, and New 
Jersey Gov. Chris Christie are in the mix. 
But that Ayotte is getting this mueh eon- 
sideration and attention alone helps set up 
her blossoming politieal eareer. 

“I don’t think it’s surprising that 
Romney is eonsidering her as a possi- 
ble running mate,” said politieal analyst 
Dean Spiliotes. “She has a good rapport 
with him and they have a New Hampshire 
eonneetion sinee he is a part-time res- 
ident. She’s been out on the stump with 
him around the eountry.” 

Ayotte has said what prospeetive viee 
presidential eandidates typieally say. 
She’s happy serving the people of New 
Hampshire. She eertainly hasn’t denied 
she’s under eonsideration. 

But Ayotte has some obstaeles in her 
way. Aside from other eandidates, the 
big one would be Sarah Palin. There was 
so mueh eontroversy surrounding Pal- 
in’s piek four years ago by then-nominee 
John MeCain. Was she qualified? Was she 
properly vetted? Was she up to the task? 
Ayotte might not be Palin, but it eould 
presumably be easy for people to see her 
that way, Spiliotes said. 

Spiliotes said he didn’t think the idea 
of vetting a woman for the job was a 
problem. He said he thinks people are per- 
feetly eomfortable with that as more and 
more women have reaehed the upper eeh- 
elons of Ameriean polities. 

“But the ehoiee of Sarah Palin four 
years ago raised all kinds of questions 
about being prepared to be president,” 
Spiliotes said. 

A fresh face 

Ayotte was eleeted in 2010 and served 
as attorney general in New Hampshire pri- 
or to that. She was long seen as a potential 
rising politieal star. But, having only been 
eleeted two years ago, she’s still a fresh 
faee on the national seene. 

“My sense is that the Romney peo- 
ple, when they piek somebody, you’re 
going to hear the name and it’s going to 
be someone who absolutely has enough 
experienee,” Spiliotes said. 

That is a little limiting for Ayotte. 
Sure, she may be qualified, and Spiliotes 
wasn’t suggesting she wasn’t qualified for 
the job, but this time around, he figured, 
Romney isn’t going to take any ehane- 
es. If Ayotte is the piek, Spiliotes thought 
the temptation to draw parallels to Palin 
would be too great. That eould be a prob- 
lem for anyone who is partieularly new on 
the national seene, unless they’ve been a 
governor, Spiliotes said. 


Ayotte is sort of part 
of a group of young, 
energetie Republi- 
ean leaders. She does 
provide a niee eon- 
trast to Romney, who 
has been on the polit- 
ieal seene for a while. 
Rubio and Wiseonsin 
Rep. Paul Ryan fall 
into the same eategory, though they may 
have larger national profiles. 

That New Hampshire is a swing state 
helps Ayotte ’s eause. Though it probably 
goes without saying that a swing state like 
Florida has a little more eaehet, depend- 
ing on how mueh a faetor the Romney 
eamp eonsiders that. 

Republieans have long suggested Pres- 
ident Baraek Obama, who was in the 
Senate for one term before being eleet- 
ed, laeked suffieient experienee to be 
president. It’s possible that if Romney 
pieked Ayotte, who is two years into her 
first six-year term in the Senate, it would 
hamstring him a little in terms of his and 
other Republieans’ eritieism of Obama’s 
experienee. 

“They’d probably figure out ways to 
finesse it,” Spiliotes said, adding the GOP 
would probably try to suggest Obama was 
running for president the entire time he 
was in the Senate, while Ayotte has been 
working on poliey. 

A status bump 

That Ayotte, just two years into her 
Senate term, is getting this kind of nation- 
al attention bodes well for her. 

“It absolutely helps her status among 
politieal elites,” Spiliotes said, noting 
that Ayotte appeared on NBC’s Meet the 
Press, and was asked direetly about the 
viee presideney. 

In 2000, when A1 Gore was running for 
president, now-Sen. Jeanne Shaheen’s 
name was floated as a potential running 
mate for Gore. That got her national visi- 
bility as well, Spiliotes said. 

“It’s almost better to have that early 
in your eareer, not that you’re neeessari- 
ly ehosen and subjeeted to all that, but to 
get your name on the short list,” Spiliotes 
said. “It does give her some eaehet.” 

Spiliotes figures Ayotte won’t be the 
ehoiee in the end, but her elevated vis- 
ibility and rapport with Romney eould 
help to land her a niee post in a Romney 
administration, sueh as attorney gen- 
eral, or White House eounsel. It eould 
just solidify her position in the Senate. 
Regardless, her efforts in helping the 
Romney eampaign are likely to pay div- 
idends for her. Spiliotes said he thought 
the rapport the two had presumably 
developed on the eampaign trail has eer- 
tainly helped her. 

“It’s almost better if she’s not ehosen 
and then she ean use it to boost her visi- 
bility,” Spiliotes said.

How did the book come together? 
G I’ve been reading forever. I’ve

ed a bit more life and world experienee before 
I jumped in. ... Covering ... presidential poli- 
ties in New Hampshire, I started to wateh the 
entourages and family members, and I even- 
tually started to put a story together in my 
head. ...

When did you begin writing in earnest?

Writing the story, 
that was fairly quick for me. I think the years 
and years of being in the newsroom, with all 
the distractions and making sure you’re doing 
whatever it is you’re tasked to do ... that mind- 
set kept me on task. I dedicated time each day 
to get in and write. 

How did you make time to work it in? 

I’d put the kids on the bus each morning and 
then I had a block between going to the gym 
and making dinner and going to work when I 
could just sit in the kitchen and write. ... I don’t 
hide away. I’m in the kitchen. That’s my com- 
fort zone. Having life’s distractions going on 
.... It seems to be what works for me. It must be 
all those years of living in a newsroom. 

Readers — what are you hoping they take 
away from the book? 

People have asked about a sequel. There is 
no sequel in the works as of yet. I just want- 
ed people to be able to get away. In the news 
business. I’ve seen so much tragedy and sad- 
ness... and when I read I look for an escape. ... 
I hope people who read my book can shut out 
the real world for a little bit ... and live in the 
pages of a fake world for a while. 

Was writing an escape for you? 

Many times. Any particular scene, in any 
moment, I felt like the characters, I was 
watching them in my mind. ... It’s not about 
what I’m thinking... I’m bearing witness to 
what the characters are doing and saying. 


The charitable 
component — how 
did you decide to 
do that? 

Given that I have 
a day job and a pay- 
check, I wanted it 
to be more than just 
a book. I wanted 
it to be something 
that gave back. It’s 
something that is close to my heart. When I 
was 6, one ... of my aunts died at 42 of breast 
cancer. It was in my life early and it feels 
like it never left. Working in the news busi- 
ness and doing some medical stories, I get the 
chance to meet doctors and sadly too many 
women and too many that we’ve lost. It’s 
always around me. ... It’s just to give back, to 
kind of let the disease know I am watching it. 

Why should people pick up this book? 

I respect readers’ time and I wanted to give 
them something that would let them escape 
from their real life. I write in a way that I hope 
readers can enjoy. I’m a new author, so I hope 
curiosity is reason alone to give me a shot. 

Is there a message that the book gets 
across? 

It has a lot to do with family dynam- 
ics, sure. ... It’s all about getting a chance 
to make things right. It’s about the realiza- 
tion that maybe you messed up a little bit and 
[you] need to fix things. It’s about having that 
opportunity to do the right thing before it’s 
too late. To make sure you’re there for people 
who need you, so they can fall on you if some- 
body needs you in that moment. 

What is Echo Valley [the novel Vaughn is 
currently writing] all about and how did you 
come up with the idea for that? 

Echo Valley is the story of a single moth- 
er hairdresser who unwittingly stumbles into 
a scathing scandal involving a very-married 
presidential candidate and a female staffer 
during a family photo shoot at a New Hamp- 
shire apple orchard. When a senior staffer 
tries to set her up to shut her up. Bo Carmi- 
chael has to scramble to keep herself and her 
little boy out of harm’s way. This book idea 
was sparked by a conversation with my own 
hairdresse r... as we chatted about the New 
Hampshire primary experience. Of course. 
Echo Valley is complete and total fiction, but 
the spectacle of presidential politics can lead 
an active imagination down so many roads. 
This book was a joy to write because of the 
familiarity of the setting and the feeling that 
Bo was so close. Readers are really going 
to like her — she’s smart and strong despite 
tough life circumstances.

LONGSHOTS 

Paterno comes out no better in Round III in 
the Penn State cover-up saga 



What does it say 
about the Penn State 
eulture that it has had 
its seeond-best fund- 
raising year ever in the 
same year it’s has been 
thoroughly disgraeed 
in the wake of the Jerry Sandusky child abuse 
scandal? More specifically, in a year when the 
coach it raised to an exalted saint-like status and 
three other of its highest-ranking officials were 
disgraced for looking the other way on San- 
dusky’s sordid activities for more than a decade 
for the sake of the football program’s image. 

If you don’t know by now, college football’s 
all-time winningest coach Joe Paterno, PSU 
athletic director Tim Curley, ex- vice president 
Gary Schultz and ex-president Graham Span- 
ier last week were held directly accountable in 
the independent eight-month investigation con- 
ducted by former FBI director Louis Freeh. 
Three of the most damning statements from the 
report were: “The evidence clearly shows, in 
our view, an active agreement to conceal,” “total 
disregard for the victims of child molester Jer- 
ry Sandusky” and “repeatedly concealed critical 
facts to avoid bad publicity.” 

And yet the reaction from some of the key 
people involved continues to be, well, incredi- 
ble. Like the board of tmstees refusing to take 
down the statue of the enabler Paterno that 
stands outside Beaver Stadium despite his stay- 
ing quiet about Sandusky for up to 13 years. 
Like his family now calling for an independent 
panel of “experts” to review Freeh’s findings, as 
if he had an ax to grind in a report that destroyed 
the reputation of their patriarch. Like people 
who still are clinging to the notion that one bad 
act can’t wipe away “all the good he did.” 

As I said in November after this story broke, 
sorry to say, yes it can. Especially when it 
involves a sanctimonious coach who repeated- 
ly preached about “success with honor” and was 
more than willing to say college football “could 
do without the Barry Switzers of the world” 
and then showed himself to be something quite 
different and far worse. 

All of which raises the question: If a man 
with seemingly unlimited power in not-so-hap- 
py valley was willing to look the other way as 
children were being assaulted by his former top 


assistant for the sake of image and his legacy, 
what else was he capable of doing? Was the sup- 
posedly clean program as clean as purported? 
Were any mn-ins with the law by players kept 
under wraps thanks to his influence? Were notes 
he wrote that Sandusky was not going to be his 
eventual replacement because his involvement 
in the Second Mile charity would not let him 
focus on the job just misdirection to conceal 
another reason, like they knew what he was up 
to and were moving him out because of it? 

I don’t know if any of that was true, but I 
do know that the folks behind other scandals 
— ^Watergate, for instance — were not above 
changing documents to avoid detection. Once 
you’re in, most people feel there is no turning 
back and continue to cover it up, which always 
make it worse. 

Alumni groups are calling for the entire board 
of trustees to resign for their utter lack of overall 
institutional control — which they have refused 
to do. So the question is what happens next. Par- 
ticularly with the football program, as people 
across the country are calling for the NCAA to 
give PSU the death penalty on lack of institution- 
al control grounds. It’s pretty hard to argue with 
that after seeing the NCAA drop the hammer in 
handing out bowl suspensions for something as 
inconsequential as kids exchanging memorabil- 
ia for free tattoos. Because these are real crimes 
and those are just, well, shenanigans. 

Many won’t agree with a death penalty sen- 
tence for PSU on the basis that far too many 
people who had nothing to do with the actions 
of five men would be penalized by this course of 
action, and that’s tme. But, while that is unfair, 
bad things happen to innocent people all the 
time and they have to deal with it — as San- 
dusky’s victims are now doing after the Penn 
State four did nothing to help them when they 
had the chance. 

With pep rallies, marching bands, tailgating, 
weekend partying and “We Are Penn State” 
chants from the faithful in the stands, football 
on college campuses is a festival, a joyful car- 
nival celebrating the university up to eight times 
each fall. And given the somber reality hanging 
over Not-so-happy Valley now, how anyone can 
be looking forward to participating in that foot- 
ball-inspired carnival atmosphere there THIS 
fall? Especially when the cover-up that made 


the carnage so much worse was behind it all, 
or at least enabled Sandusky to continue on his 
way instead of putting him behind bars 10 years 
earlier. Yet it looks like that is going happen. 

That’s not all that surprising, given the way 
the board of trustees was depicted in the Freeh 
report as unprepared, incompetent and operat- 
ing in deference to Paterno, all of which played 
a role in a scandal that has done astonishing 
harm to Penn State’s reputation. After all these 
months, what’s most clear to me is by their con- 
tinuing lack of action the tmstees still haven’t 
come to grips with what has happened. They 
know they’ve got a full-blown scandal on their 
hands that stretches from coast to coast and will 
stain Penn State for — take your pick, (a) a 
decade, (b) a generation, (c) ever. But the inac- 
tion says they don’t understand they have a 
responsibility to their students, alums and most 
importantly the victims to show that they know 
their football culture at PSU was out of control 
in an unimaginable way and that there must be 
serious consequences for those actions. 

So instead of just waiting for a punishment 
to be handed down by the NCAA, a statement 
must be made to all by the tmstees now. They 
must be the ones to set the course for redemp- 
tion — with the first step being to shut football 
down for the year ahead no matter what the 
financial consequences are, because this all 
goes far beyond just the actions of its football 
program. The astonishing fundraising numbers 
and continuing “one bad act can’t wipe away 
all the good Joe did” clamor suggests the cul- 
ture of the entire region has been infected by it 
all. Thus Penn State’s Football Nation needs a 
time out, like a father saying to his son after he’s 
done something wrong, you go up to your room, 
young man, and think about what you did. 

A silent fall — to grieve for the victims, 
contemplate what’s happened and most impor- 
tantly to put it all into perspective, to understand 
how the leader they’ve mistakenly worshiped 
all these years could put his image and legacy 
ahead of the lives of eight innocent little boys 
who desperately needed his help.

Red Sox Nation Hoping Ellsbury Con Shoulder The Load On Return

By the time you see this Jacoby Ellsbury could finally be back in the Red Sox 
line-up after a three month absence that began on Friday the 13th in April. It 
happened when Tampa Bay’s Reid Brignach landed on his right shoulder after a 
takeout slide at second base. It caused a dislocation in the ball and socket joint 
that holds the shoulder together and is called shoulder subfiuxtion. Often the 
dislocation is temporary as the ball goes partly out and then back into the socket. 
But it stretches the shoulder ligaments and causes an instability or looseness 
in the joint and can become a chronic condition if not addressed properly. In 
some cases surgery is required and others the best course of action is rest and to 
strengthen the shoulder - which was the course taken with Ellsbury.

On Bridge St. East - just 3 miles from Mammoth Rd. 
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You know you need to pay that 
bill, but what stack was it under? 
You know you ought to be saving 
for retirement, but you keep putting 
it off. 

You’ve got a pile of food mag- 
azines in the living room but the 
recipes are too complex and there are 
too many to choose from. 

Your car’s oil change indicator lit 
up 1,500 miles ago; does that mean 
your engine is on the verge of fail- 
ing? You’ve got a job interview next 
week — that’s the good news — but 
what to wear? And might it help if 


you knew a little Spanish? For that 
matter, once you’ve got the job, 
you’d like to know Spanish for when 
you take that two-week vacation in 
Barcelona. 

Stop waiting to make your life bet- 
ter and start doing it now. Here’s a 
collection of tips and how-tos — and 
lists of local resources for further 
advice and practice — for some 
things you need to do, some things 
you may want to do, others you’ve 
been meaning to do, and still oth- 
ers you hadn’t thought of yet. Good 
luck. 


How to: Learn to hablar like a local. 


Maybe your job involves interaetion with 
Spanish-speakers. Maybe you’re dream- 
ing of a vaeation in Aeapuleo or Bareelona. 
Maybe you just want to streteh your mind 
by learning another language, or you want 
to understand Sofia Vergara when she’s on 
a roll. Whatever the reason, the important 
thing is to have a eontext for learning a lan- 
guage, says Mark Phelps, a language teaeher 
at Manehester Community College. 

Whatever your reason, don’t try to learn a 
new language in a vaeuum. 

“Why are you doing this and what are you 
going to do with this?” Phelps said. “That’s 
the biggest key with the language. ... We 
have a eateh phrase: ‘Use it or lose it.’” 

Phelps said he tried to learn Arable in 
eollege but after the eoursework he had no 
eontext for it and thus today he remembers 
almost nothing of the language. 

The Modern Language Assoeiation’s anal- 
ysis of U.S. Census data from 2000 shows 
Spanish is by far the most eommon lan- 
guage other than English spoken in the U.S. 
So it’s probably got a leg up in the relevan- 
ey department. No doubt you already know 
a few words or phrases from popular eulture, 
but how ean you take it further? 

A good first step is to find a elass. Online 
resourees ean be helpful, but the best thing is 
to get eonneeted with somebody who under- 
stands the eulture, Phelps said. 


“The grammar and the eulture are inex- 
trieably linked,” Phelps said. “The eulture 
provides the baekground.” 

You don’t need a elassroom setting, but 
it’s important to find somebody who ean be 
a guide. Between lessons, elasses or praetiee 
sessions, keep at it. 

Phelps finds it helpful to monologue to 
himself When he is thinking about a partie- 
ular topie, he tries to do so in Spanish. 

You ean also boost your skills by listening 
to musie with Spanish lyries. (Phelps sug- 
gested Shakira beeause her musie is readily 
available and the grammar is largely eorreet 
in her songs). Find some Spanish musie you 
like and sing along to it. 

“It’s . . . another opportunity to build 
voeabulary and get some greater eontext... 
And it’s kind of fim,” he said. “Onee you 
have the songs memorized, you ean sing in 
the ear, in the shower, while you eook....” 

Phelps suggested finding things to read 
in Spanish outside a elass, for pleasure. You 
might not be able to eomprehend a whole 
Spanish novel, but you might be able to 
make your way through news artieles in 
Spanish. Phelps said he keeps up with Span- 
ish soeeer news. 

“It’s a good venue to piek up additional 
voeabulary,” Phelps said. “I like it and I find 
it interesting, and so I’m motivated to do it.” 
Newspapers are a good plaee for beginners

If you’re just looking to get by on a trip, 
some eanned phrases and a few eonversa- 
tional skills might be enough. Phelps said 
people piek up speaking skills mueh more 
quiekly than writing skills. 


Partieularly in tourist areas, a lot of people 
will speak English, but Phelps said they want 
to see people make the effort to speak Span- 
ish. If someone is really struggling, they may 
suggest speaking in English, but it’s impor- 
tant to make the effort, Phelps said. 

“It goes a long way to bridging that eultur- 
al gap,” Phelps said. “A little foundation is 
really, really helpful.” 


How to: Learn to let go of clutter 

Everybody probably wants to live in a neat 
and tidy home, but life gets in the way. 

When the bills, the mail, the belongings 
and the junk pile up, Riehard Barbalato 
eomes to the reseue. Barbalato and his wife, 
Donna, own and operate Bee Organized 
(www.beeorganized-nh.eom), a Franees- 
town eompany that works to de-elutter and 
organize people’s homes. 

For Barbalato, organizing has beeome a 
way of life, but he’s always been effieient 
in his different eareers. The job is different 
every day and it allows him to be ereative. 
When he finishes a job, he and his wife have 
improved people’s lives and redueed peo- 
ple’s stress. It’s a pleasure to do what he does 
now. In many ways, partieularly on bigger 
jobs, he’s helping to give people their lives 
baek, he said. 

“Life is very eomplieated in 2012, and we 
need to simplify our lives as mueh as possi- 
ble,” Barbalato said. 

He’s got tips for getting on the path to a 
de-eluttered life. 

Number one, don’t overwhelm yourself, 
Barbalato said. 

“We like to have people be sueeessful at 
doing this,” he said. 

The reality is that when people try to taek- 
le everything at onee, they get overwhelmed 
and they ultimately give up. So Barbalato 
suggests pieking out two or three things to 
target. 

Start with the mail. Every day, bring in the 
mail. Every day, take eare of the mail. Don’t 
pile it up and walk away. If it’s a bill, pay 
it or file it. If it’s another eredit eard offer, 
reeyele it. 

“Take eare of it,” Barbalato said. “That 
will take eare of the mail elutter...whieh ean 
really stress people out.”

“Dispense with it,” Barbalato added. 
“After you get into the habit of doing it, you 
just do it. If you have piles, dispense with 
them.” 

That’s simple. Barbalato has seen peo- 
ple with literally hundreds and hundreds of 
pieees of mail in staeks. The task beeomes 
so huge that it just beeomes a major stress 
faetor. Handle it every day, and it’s never a 
big deal. 

Next, take a room — basement, garage, a 
storage eloset or a bedroom — whatever. But 
just take a single room. Barbalato suggests 
going through it and making piles. Make a 
pile of things you want to give away to peo- 
ple. Make a pile of things you want to sell, 
maybe on eBay or Craigslist. Make a pile of 
donations, perhaps items you eould give to a 
eharity or a plaee that ean reuse them. And 
finally, make a pile of things you are simply 
going to throw out. Onee the piles have been 
made, “dispense with it,” that is, make your 
donations, give stuff away, throw stuff out, 
aetually do it. 

It’s important to take just the one room at 
a time. Otherwise, again, it’s just too over- 
whelming. Onee you’ve dealt with one 
room, move on to another, but take it one at 
a time, Barbalato said.

People have “to do” lists. That’s not a bad 
thing. But don’t make them 20 pages long. 
Make a list of no more than 10 items. When 
you eomplete an item, eross it off, Barbala- 
to said. 

“It feels wonderful,” Barbalato said. “The 


yang side of erossing it off: Then you ean 
add another one. Don’t make a to-do list that 
has 150 items on it.” 

“When people are sueeessful, hopefully 
it eneourages them to do more,” Barbalato 
said. 



How to: Know when not to DIY 

“I’m going to ehange my 
own oil” might be a thing 
you’ve thought to yourself. 

But it may be a good exmaple 
of when not to try to do some- 
thing yourself 

To Jon Chartier, oil ehang- 
es just don’t get enough air 
time. And they aren’t all ere- 
ated equal. 

Chartier, owner and 
meehanie at Commereial 
Teeh Serviees in Bow, says 
there are a lot of miseoneep- 
tions out there with regard to 
oil ehanges: how often to get 
them, what oil to use, synthetie 
versus eonventional oil, to name a few. Man- 
ufaeturers’ guidelines ean be dramatieally 
different from ear to ear. 

Some manufaeturers maintain you ean 
drive more than 10,000 miles on a single 
oil ehange if high-quality produets are used, 
ineluding full synthetie oil. Chartier said that 
is possible, but only when no shorteuts are 
taken. 

The oil’s biggest funetion is to lubrieate all 
the bearing surfaees in the engine — erank 
shaft bearings, valve trim bearings and eon- 
neeting rod bearings, to name a few. Over 
time, the oil begins to break down as it is 
exposed to the heat of the engine. Turbo- 
eharged engines, sinee they run hotter, break 
down oil faster, Chartier said. The oil is eir- 
eulated through the engine by the oil pump 
and is filtered through the oil filter. Most 
turbo-eharged engines have a eooling meeh- 
anism to eool the oil somewhat. 

One thing is for sure: Changing the oil 
isn’t the Saturday morning ehore for dad it 
used to be, Chartier said. 

“Things have ehanged a lot, and I don’t 
reeommend it anymore,” Chartier said. 

At the end of the day, doing it yourself is 
only going to save you about $10. Chartier 
estimated a quality oil ehange should eost 
about $30 at a reputable automotive shop. 

Whether your plan is to ehange the oil 
yourself or not, Chartier had some adviee 
for people trying to provide eare for their

For a regular conventional oil change, the 
technicians at Commercial Tech are going to 
slap a sticker on your car that suggests com- 
ing back for an oil change in 3,500 miles. 
Realistically, that’s a little early. But the 
average customer isn’t going to bring the car 
back right when the sticker says to. On aver- 
age, customers exceed 3,500 miles by about 
1,500 miles. That puts things in the 5,000- 
mile bracket and that’s a good mark for an 
oil change. 

“The 3,000-mile number is really an old- 
school number, and with the technology in 
engines and in engine oil, you can definitely 
go longer,” Chartier said. 

Synthetic oil does last longer, perhaps 
double the mileage of conventional oil. Syn- 
thetic oil stands up to thermal breakdown 
better than conventional oil, which is a crude 
oil that comes from the ground. Synthetic 
oil is manmade. Mobil 1 is the most popular 
synthetic oil, though Chartier personally rec- 
ommends Valvoline full synthetic. 

Take into account how you use your vehi- 
cle. If it’s a pretty standard back and forth 
to work each day, totaling 15,000 to 20,000 
miles each year, that’s light or regular use. 
If you’re a soccer mom putting 25,000 to 
30,000 miles on a car, Chartier considers 
that heavy use — all that stop- and- start and 
idling is like the wear on a taxi cab. Highway 
driving means a more consistent engine tem- 
perature, and the engine will experience less 
contamination and dust. 

“Highway driving is significantly easier 
on the car,” Chartier said, noting that even 
at faster speeds, the engine runs better and 
more efficiently. 

A lot depends on what people do with their 
cars. In the long run, it’s probably going to 
cost less to go with a full synthetic oil, since 
you’d be getting at least half the oil chang- 
es. But there are other factors, such as the 
quality of the oil and the quality of the filter, 
which Commercial Tech changes with each 
oil change. 

“You can go to the local quickie mart and 
get one for $1.25,” Chartier said. “But it’s 

But if you insist on changing the 
oil yourself... 

Though Chartier does not recommend doing 
it on your own, he did provide a step-by- 
step guide for the very determined. Find 
it with the online version of this article at 
www.hippopress.com. 
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not nearly the quality of a filter that eosts $4 
or $5.” 

More and more ear eompanies are going 
toward a eartridge-style oil filter, many of 
whieh require a speeifie tool to remove. If s 
ehanges like that that suggest to Chartier that 
manufaeturers are trying to make it more dif- 
fieult for people to ehange their own oil. 

Also, most vehieles today require a speeif- 
ie eomputer to reset the oil ehange reminder 
funetion. There are speeifie proeedures for 
resetting the reminder, but people would 
have to perform an Internet seareh to eome 
up with those. 

“There are proeedures to turn a key to a 
speeifie spot, and then you go through and 
reset some of the speeifie diagnostie tools,” 
Chartier said. Some are easy. Some are not, 
he said. Auto shops have to buy eomputer 
programs that keep the reset information on 
hand for any ear that eomes in. 

With ears beeoming more aerodynamie, 
they have also gotten lower to the ground. 
That means people ean have trouble aeeess- 
ing the oil plug without jaeking the ear up. 
That maneuver gets into some safety issues. 

How to: Make dessert with fire 

Creme brulee is a marquee dessert for sure. 
Most people have probably had it. But per- 
haps they haven’t tried making the sweetly 
ereamy dish that involves a blowtoreh them- 
selves. Maybe that blowtoreh pieee kind of 
seares you. That’s OK. You ean work around 
that. Or eonquer your fears. 

“With a little patienee, it’s easy to do,” 
said Stefan Ryll, a eulinary ehef at South- 
ern New Hampshire University. “If you’re 
having a big party, you ean make it the day 
before and then all you have to do is just put 
on the sugar, earamelize it, and serve. . . . It’s 
a niee light dessert. It’s ereamy and rieh, but 
it’s small, usually one to three ounees, so 
you’re not totally full after.” 

Ryll offered a basie reeipe, some tips, 
and a few variations on the elassie Freneh 
dessert. 

To start, you need six egg yolks, 4 oune- 
es of granulated sugar, 24 ounees of heavy 
eream, 1 teaspoon of vanilla extraet, 1 pineh 
of salt. You’ll also need an additional 2 oune- 
es of granulated sugar and 2 ounees of brown 
sugar for the earamelization proeess. Ryll’s 
reeipe serves six. 

Begin by mixing together the egg yolks 
and the 4 ounees of granulated sugar until it’s 
well-eombined. You ean do that by hand, no 
mixer required. As you mix, slowly heat up 
the heavy eream. Heat the heavy eream until 
just before it boils; then turn it off. 

Fold the heavy eream slowly into the egg 
mixture, just a little bit at a time. Be eareful 


Chartier said people ean go buy little ramps 
or a hydraulie jaek, but they don’t eome 
with safety stands. “You have to have safe- 
ty stands,” Chartier said. 

You also need an oil eateh bueket, and 
you need tools to ehange the filter. More and 
more ears have plastie shields eovering the 
engine beneath the ear, and those need to be 
removed for an oil ehange as well. 

“The days of a 10- to 15-minute oil ehange 
are really beeoming less and less frequent,” 
Chartier said. “People are running into more 
and more obstaeles. Cars are beeoming more 
effieient, but working on them isn’t as effi- 
eient as it used to be.” 

Disposing of the oil is another eonsider- 
ation. It is eonsidered a hazardous material. 
And people have to make sure they tight- 
en filters and drain plugs properly, Chartier 
said. 

A simple misstep, sueh as forgetting to 
remove the old filter seal and aeeidentally 
sealing over it, eould leave you with a ruined 
engine, almost instantly. 

“I’m not reeommending doing it for a lot 
of reasons,” Chartier said.

— you don’t want the heavy eream to turn 
the egg mixture into serambled eggs, Ryll 
said. As you mix, whisk the first third of the 
eream quiekly. After you’ve added a third of 
the eream, begin to whisk more slowly. That 
helps prevent ereating too many bubbles. 

“You want the ereme brulee to be niee and 
smooth on top,” Ryll said. 

Plaee six 1-ineh-deep ramekins in a hotel 
pan or a baking dish with a rim on the side. 
Divide the eustard evenly among the rame- 
kins. Then pour water into the pan so that 
it reaehes about halfway up the sides of the 
ramekins, so it provides a little steam, Ryll 
said. 

If you do have some bubbles on the top, 
and if you do have a blowtoreh, you ean go

over the top of the eustard with the blowtoreh 
just slightly to burst the bubbles. 

‘TtTl go bump, bump, bump and you’ll have 
a niee smooth serviee,” Ryll said. But don’t 
overdo it. You’re just bursting bubbles, not try- 
ing to eook it. 

Plaee the dish earefully in a 350-degree oven 
and let it eook until the eustard is set, whieh 
should take 20 to 25 minutes. That ean vary 
from oven to oven, so eheek it after 20 minutes 
and if it is still runny, pop it baek in for a few 
more minutes. When it’s done, there should be 
no liquid. 

Sometimes the eustards on the outside eook 
a little faster than the ones on the inside of the 
pan. When they have a minute or two left, 
take the pan out, and remove the outside eus- 
tards. Leave the inside eustards in the pan in 
the water, outside the oven, for another 10 min- 
utes or so. 

Then, take the eustards out of the pan and let 
them sit at room temperature. Then refrigerate 
them for at least four hours or overnight. 

Now it’s time to get out the blowtoreh, 
whieh, obviously, you should be very eareful 
with. “Creme brulee” aetually means “burnt 
eream.” 

Take the eustards out of the fridge and dab 
the moisture off the top with a small paper 
towel. 

Mix the 2 ounees of granulated sugar and the 
2 ounees of brown sugar together and sprinkle 
the mix evenly over the eustards. 

Take the blowtoreh, light it, and work your 
way earefully over the top of the eustards. 
When the sugar starts to bubble and it gets a lit- 
tle brown, get the flame away from it. 

“You want a niee, soft, brown eolor, not 
totally burned,” Ryll said. 

How to: Save for the good life 


If you don’t have a blowtoreh, go ahead and 
use your broiler, but you’ve got to get the rame- 
kins very elose to the heat, and you’ve got to 
pay elose attention. You don’t want to melt the 
sugar. You want it nieely browned, Ryll said. 

The finished produet should have a earamel- 
ized, thin, hard erust, with the ereamy eustard 
underneath. Ryll suggests serving the ereme 
brulee within two hours. Over time, the sugar 
erust will soften. 

“You want a niee eruneh,” Ryll said. “A niee 
eruneh, with a niee ereamy eustard.” 

For variation, add a little eoffee extraet or 
eofifee powder to the hot eream mixture. Taste 
it to deeide whether you need more eoftee fla- 
vor. Or add a teaspoon of einnamon to the hot 
eream before you fold the eream into the eggs. 

If you like ehoeolate, as Ryll does, ehange 
the eream mixture to half heavy eream and half 
milk. Then add 4 ounees of melted bittersweet 
ehoeolate to the hot eream. If you prefer sweet- 
er, add semisweet ehoeolate. 

But Ryll’s personal favorite, and it’s in sea- 
son right now, is to make a ereme brulee with 
berries. Add the berries to the ramekins before 
you add the eustard mixture. 

“You have this niee eruneh, the niee sweet- 
ness from the eustard, and then the berries,” 
Ryll said. Try raspberries, strawberries, blue- 
berries or blaekberries. “It’s like flavors 
exploding in your mouth.” 

Regardless of the variation you ehoose, 
Ryll suggested serving ereme brulee with a lit- 
tle whipped eream on top. Don’t sweeten the 
eream too mueh. Berries make a great garnish 
as well, whether you use them in the eustard or 
not, Ryll said. 

“It looks niee as a presentation, as well,” 
Ryll said.

The biggest part of saving for retirement is 
bothering to do it. 

Yes, retirement is 25, 30, maybe 40 years 
away, but now is the time to begin putting 
money away. 

Why? The answer is simple and obvious: 
“so you ean have money when you are older,” 
said Miehael Swaek, an eeonomies professor 
at the University of New Hampshire. 

People know it. But many still don’t do it, 
even though employers and the government 
lay out the ineentives. Swaek said about half 
of Amerieans are not eontributing to any 
type of retirement plan. 

One big reason is simply inertia: “You have 
to open an aeeount and decide to put money 
into it,” Swaek said. “It requires you to do 
something affirmative.” Swaek said research

has found the majority of people will con- 
tribute to a retirement plan if their company 
automatically enrolls them in it when they 
begin the job — they won’t bother to opt out. 
On the other hand, they also won’t bother to 
opt in: The majority of people will not take 
the initiative to enroll themselves if the com- 
pany doesn’t automatically enroll them. 

For young people, it is difficult to think 
about what life will be like when they are 60, 
70 or 80 years old. They may not be making 
much money right now. 

“People think about doing fun stuff when 
they’re older,” Swaek said. “They want to 
retire and travel the world. They want to 
have fun and have great meals every night.... 
But they don’t think about it on the practical 
side.” So what should you do, practically?

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First off, if your company offers a 401(k) 
plan and you’re not enrolled, talk to Human 
Resourees and get enrolled. You’ll need to 
deeide how mueh to eontribute. If your eom- 
pany will make matehing eontributions, 
you should eontribute at least the maximum 
amount they’ll mateh. An employer mateh is 
free money; take it. 

Another option is an Individual Retire- 
ment Aeeount. That’s something you’d open 
at a fmaneial institution on your own, the 
same way you’d open a eheeking aeeount at 
a bank. You ean ehoose a traditional IRA, in 
whieh you make eontributions pre-tax, or a 
Roth IRA, in whieh you make eontributions 
after taxes. In a traditional IRA, the money 
gets taxed when you withdraw it. So eaeh 
year, let’s say you eontribute $2,000 to your 
IRA. When you file your taxes eaeh year, you 
ean deduet your ineome by $2,000. For Roth 
IRAs, sinee the money goes in after tax, you 
don’t get taxed when you withdraw funds. 
Finaneial advisors ean help you deeide what 
is best for you. Websites like www.bankrate. 
eom ean be helpful, as well. 

If you’ve been earning pay and not putting 
any of it aside, the switeh to saving for retire- 
ment might seem like a jolt. 

“It’s hard to see that payeheek go down,” 
Swaek said. “If you know you’re going to 
get $2,000 this pay period, you think you 
really ean’t have it go down to $1,800.” 

Even if you ean only eontribute a small 
amount, like $100 per month, Swaek says do 
it. And the sooner the better. 

Let’s say you invest $200 per month in a 
Roth IRA beginning at age 25. By the time 
you are 65, with a 7-pereent rate of return. 

How to: Dress for the occasion 

If you’re heading out for a job interview, 
you wear a suit, right? Probably, but what if 
the workplaee is easual? And onee you’ve 
got the job, what’s appropriate to wear? 

Stephanie MeLaughlin, owner of Savoir 
Faire Marketing Communieations in Man- 
ehester, has some thoughts. 

“There has been a massive easualization 
... in all kinds of workplaees,” MeLaughlin 
said. “Even plaees where people have worn 
suits for generations are starting to loosen 
their ties a little bit.... That being said, it’s 
better to be overdressed than underdressed.” 

In a job interview, you ean never go wrong 
with a suit, whether you’re male or female, 
MeLaughlin said. You might be a little over- 
dressed depending on the offiee, but no 
interviewer is going to be surprised by an 
interviewee wearing a suit. 

Bernie Marehowsky, marketing direetor 
at George’s Apparel in Manehester, gives 
“Dress for Sueeess” presentations; he ree- 
ommends a suit in most situations, or at 
least a sports eoat and niee pants. He eehoed 
MeLaughlin, saying it is better to be over- 
dressed than underdressed. He suggested 
avoiding anything trendy for a job interview. 
No Jerry Gareia ties, he said; wear a medium 
to dark suit 12 months out of the year. 

“The emphasis shouldn’t be on the eloth- 
ing; it should be on you,” Marehowsky said. 

At some workplaees, employee dress 
might be as easual as jeans and T-shirts. If 
you know that in advanee, you might ehoose 
to wear a niee pair of dress pants and a well- 
pressed shirt, MeLaughlin said. But when 
you’re interviewing, you eould be meet- 
ing with someone in a leadership role. Even 
if your prospeetive workmates wear easu- 
al attire, the people you’re interviewing 


the aeeount will be worth $497,000. (You ean 
argue that that rate of return is high or low.) 
If you begin making $200 monthly eontribu- 
tions at the age of 35, with the same rate of 
return, the aeeount will be worth $235,000 
when you turn 65. If you wait until you’re 
45 to begin making $200 eontributions, the 
aeeount will be worth $102,000. Do your 
own ealeulations at bankrate.eom. 

“The earlier you start, the better off you’ll 
be,” Swaek said. “It really does make a big 
differenee.” 

If your employer offers more than one plan 
or you’re going it alone, if there are ehoiees that 
must be made — stoeks vs. bonds, this fund vs. 
that one — then what? There are lots of broker- 
age firms and investment options, but a simple 
trip to your bank to meet with its finaneial advi- 
sor ean get you started. Keep in mind, Swaek 
said, that finaneial advisors at speeifie eompa- 
nies, like Fidelity or Bank of Ameriea, may try 
to get you to invest in their produets. You ean 
go with an independent investment agent, but 
that objeetivity eosts money. 

Typieally, for younger folks, advisors 
suggest buying some riskier stoeks now 
knowing that over the long term you’ll be 
able to withstand swings in the market. You 
ean gradually shift to more stable funds as 
you near retirement. Some eompanies offer 
plans that alter your investment alloeations 
automatieally every five years or so with this 
in mind. 

In any event. Step 1 is visiting Human 
Resourees or meeting with a finaneial 
advisor. 

“Break through the inertia and do it,” 
Swaek said.

with might not be so casual, and it’s their 
attire you want to mirror in an interview, 
MeLaughlin said. 

“If they’re in a more eorporate position 
that’s more formal ... make sure it’s appropri- 
ate for you to sit in the same room as them,” 
MeLaughlin said. “Not only does that give 
you a little more eredibility, it gives you 
more eonfidenee....” 

If you wear a suit and then it turns out the 
environment is khaki pants and a polo shirt, 
when you get dropped off in the eonferenee 
room, take off your jaeket and roll up your 
sleeves. Don’t do that in front of the hiring 
manager, but if you get a ehanee before the 
interview starts, those kind of “on-the-fly 
edits” show that you are taking your setting 
into aeeount. 

Regardless of what you’re wearing, there 
are some guidelines. Lor one thing, wear 
elothing that fits you. If you’ve put on 10 
pounds sinee you last wore the outfit, that’s 
going to show. Shirts should be ironed and

you should be wearing elosed-toe shoes. 
Make sure aeeessories are in good shape — 
shoes should be polished and not seuffed. 

“If you do take your eoat off during an 
interview and you have a white shirt with 
stained armpits, that doesn’t help you,” 
MeLaughlin said. 

If you own more than one suit, maybe 
ehoose a wool suit in February and some- 
thing lighter during the summer. If you have 
one suit, make it work — in the summer, you 
might ehoose a lighter-eolor tie or aeeessory 
if the suit is dark. 

And don’t worry too mueh, as long as 
you’ve got the basies down. “You just ean’t 
go wrong if your elothing is elean, erisp and 
professional, if the outfit is well put togeth- 
er,” MeLaughlin said. 

You’ve got the job — now what? 

MeLaughlin stieks to her philoso- 
phy that it’s better to be overdressed than 
underdressed. 

For women, that means skirts that are 
knee-length or below. There should never be 
any eleavage, and women should make sure 
to have sleeves. For the most part, women 
want to ehoose elose-toe shoes. MeLaugh- 
lin admitted that that might sound boring 
and stuffy, but in a lot of workplaees, that’s 
simply what is appropriate, even in July and 
August. 

True, as MeLaughlin said previously, 
more and more workplaees are beeoming 
more and more easual. Perhaps that’s tied to 
an influx of newer generations running those 
workplaees. The new leaders eome in with 
their own sense of propriety and style. It hap- 
pens with every generation. 

While Marehowsky has also seen work- 
plaees go more easual, he still sees lots of 
people in the eorporate and finaneial worlds 
who wear suits and ties every day. 

Even if everyday attire at an offiee is 
easual, employees often want or need to 
look more professional when they have 


appointments or important meetings. Dress 
appropriately for what you’re doing that day. 
It’s a good idea to have a blazer at your desk, 
in ease something eomes up that requires a 
more professional look. 

It’s probably a little easier for men to dress 
appropriately than women, but there are still 
rules for men too. Don’t wear anything you 
would mow the lawn in to work, MeLaugh- 
lin said. Typieally, T-shirts are too easual for 
the workplaee. To MeLaughlin, it’s all about 
a niee pair of khaki pants and a polo shirt. 
Some workplaees are going to be more or 
less easual than that, but that’s fairly stan- 
dard today, she said. 

When you’re attending a work pienie, 
say, on the weekend, MeLaughlin suggested 
wearing what you might wear to your grand- 
mother’s 80th birthday party. 

“You want to be eovered, with no exees- 
sive eleavage or short shorts,” MeLaughlin 
said. Make sure elothes are elea and that 
they fit. Wear “elothes that are flattering. For 
women, that eould be a sun dress. For men, 
that eould be a pair of Bermuda shorts and a 
polo shirt.” Polo shirts are readily available 
at stores ranging in expense from Old Navy 
to Ralph Lauren. Men ean spend $10 to $100 
on a polo shirt, she said.

opt for less expensive ones, she said. 

MeLaughlin’s motto remains that it’s bet- 
ter to be overdressed than underdressed. 

“Just beeause somebody else is wearing 
a tank top and flip-flops doesn’t mean you 
should as well,” MeLaughlin said.

It’s like a two-for-one special, except that 
it’s free. The 10th Annual Open Doors Trol- 
ley Tour will transport riders from art gallery 
to art gallery in Manchester on Thursday, July

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Art as universal language 

Peace Corps volunteer shows his work

It isn’t often that a moldy orange is eonsid- 
ered beautiful, but that’s why Steve Sullivan 
wanted to make a painting of one. His paint- 
ings of deeomposing oranges, eonfettied 
with oranges, browns, whites and greens, are 
on display this month throughout the Leaeh 
Library in Londonderry (276 Mammoth 
Road, 432-1132). 

However, many visitors will find just 
as mueh that piques their interest in Sulli- 
van’s eolleetion of smaller paintings tueked 
in a eomer of the library. There, pieturesque 
landseapes and images of brown, grassy 
huts, portray Senegal, Afriea, where Sullivan 
spent the past three years serving as a Peaee 
Corps volunteer. 

“It’s niee to eome baek and be painting 
again. It’s something that’s very familiar and 
eathartie for me. I’ve been ineorporating my 
Peaee Corps experienee into my work, and 
it’s helped with the transition, but it’s also 
provided a vehiele to talk about where I was, 
what I did,” Sullivan said. “For me, it feels 
like I’m paying respeet to the people I was 
serving, who took me and eared for me like 
I was one of their own. This helps keep the 
story alive.” 

Sullivan, a 27-year-old Londonderry 
native, served in Senegal, on the northwest- 
ern tip of the eontinent, from 2008 to 2011. 
He worked to improve erop seeds in the vil- 
lage of Kedougou, where he lived. 

His time there was not easy, but it was 
rewarding. The journey allowed him to go 
past his original serviee duty and use his tal- 
ent as an artist. 

During his extended three-year serviee 

— he ehose to remain longer than required 

— he ereated little art for the simple sake 
of enjoyment. Instead, he helped volunteers 
ereate edueational murals. He made visu- 
al learning aids for large-seale efforts, sueh 
as mosquito bed net distributions. And this 
work eulminated in a larger projeet: He also 
ereated materials to edueate loeal health 
workers on how to take village eensuses. 
The training materials he ereated were later 
adopted by the Senegalese government’s ini- 
tiative against malaria, later to be reprodueed 
and used by government offieials indepen- 
dent from the Peaee Corps. 

As soon as he eame home in Deeember 
2011, he began to paint images of the peo- 
ple, the landseapes, the mud houses where 
he had lived. These make up one portion of 
the exhibit at the library. The rest of his work 
presented there, ineluding the deeomposing 
orange series, was ereated pre-Peaee Corps. 

He deseribes his “Deeomp Orange” series 
like this: “They’re painted from life, but

there’s an abstraet eoneept. I took this thing 
that might not be eonsidered worthy of paint- 
ing, and ereated a series. For me as a painter, 
it’s interesting for people to look at it and try 
to guess what it is. Many like it even more 
when they find out that it’s a moldy pieee of 
fruit,” Sullivan said. 

The newer paintings were inspired by 
Kedougou, and they eenter around its land- 
seape and arehiteeture — quaint brooks, 
eanopy-like trees and thatehed roof huts, 
elay walls and floors. They’re seenes you’d 
see in and around the area. 

In the studio, he’s working on painting 
images of the people he met during his stay, 
espeeially ehildren. They are so independent 
over there at sueh a young age, he said. 

“Afriea has a stigma to it — if you’ve nev- 
er been, you immediately have an image of 
it. But there are so many different eultures, 
people there, and it’s not all what you see 
on TV. Painting it helps in my re-adjustment 
baek here,” Sullivan said. 

Painting Senegal also helps in another 
goal he had with the Peaee Corps: edueating 
Amerieans about the eommunity he stayed 
with. 

“Not to guilt-trip people, but just to edu- 
eate people in how these people live, to tell 
their story,” he said. 

While he’d like to eontinue with art, his 
serviee has influeneed what he wants to do 
with it. He’s eonsidering going baek to grad 
sehool to learn how to apply his work for a 
greater eause, as he did in Senegal, ereating 
edueational and training produets for devel- 
oping eountries. Art is, after all, a universal 
language.

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Transcending nature 

Eric Aho exhibit shows move to abstraction

Currier Museum of Art eurators Bruee 
MeColl and Andrew Spahr have been elose- 
ly watehing Erie Abo’s artistie development 
for the past 1 5 years, and espeeially the past 
five. Now, Aho’s new exhibition at the Curri- 
er premieres his movement into abstraetion. 

Even visitors unfamiliar with abstraet art 
ean easily see the differenee between the 
work in this exhibit (whieh will be avail- 
able for viewing until Sept. 9) and his earlier 
work. Paintings from 2005, sueh as “Freneh 
King,” are literal representations — the 
smoky elouds, distant shadowy mountains, 
yellow and green pastures are elear and 
defined. In his later paintings, there is less 
definition. The dark embers and billowing 
smoke in 2009 ’s “Red Winter” offer more 
expression and evoke more emotion than 
some of Aho’s earlier works, MeColl said. 

“I realized after so many years of paint- 
ing the landseape, I beeame distraeted by the 
paint — it started doing something differ- 
ent than it used to. I began paying attention 
to what it looked like, and the abstraetion 
beeame real,” Aho said. 

This ehange is normal for an artist, Aho 
said — this evolution eaused him to paint 
differently, to look at landseapes as less 
defined, to let the paint work its magie. 

“To my eyes, he’s opened up his praetiee to 
invite aeeident, to invite meditation, and the 
work has beeome more abstraet: he’s no lon- 
ger tied to the strietures of time, the way the 
light plays off the landseape, but rather, what 
does a painting look like shifting through the 
day? By allowing himself to experienee the 
world in a more intuitive way, the paintings 
have beeome more intuitive,” MeColl said. 

His pieees, when looked on by a New 
Englander, seem very familiar. Loeals may 
identify with mueh of his work, even the 
landseapes that are not representations of the 
area. He was born in Massaehusetts but grew 
up in Hudson, N.H., before he studied at 
MassArt in Boston. There he was trained on 
working from sight through an impression- 
ist methodology, a “traditional grounding,” 
MeColl said. But he traveled and painted all 
over the world, from Ireland to Norway to 
his aneestral Finland and now Vermont. New 
Englanders will reeognize the New England 
houses, the White Mountains, and traees of 
Hanover are reeognizable in “Cathedral” 
from the top of a snowy mountain, looking 
down at the familiar, dark rushing winter 
waters of the Conneetieut River. 

Even the paintings ereated internationally 
have a New England eharm about them. 

“His paintings, I think, refleet on the 
region, not just pietorially, but just the way 
they’re built. Obviously in subjeet matter, 
but they’re all refleetive of this region. If I 
were a viewer going in this show, I would 
see a lot of ghosts — his paintings speak to 
the larger traditions of New England, as the 
lighting in the paintings is a New England 
light, even the abstraetion pieees,” MeColl 
said. “Even though he has traveled all over 
the world, the legaey of New England artists 
has somehow seeped into his veins, and his

paintings refleet this in a very profound and 
powerful way,” MeColl said. 

Some paintings, sueh as “Wilderness,” 
offer a mix of realism and abstraetion. This 
painting was ereated in 2008, and it’s evi- 
dent through the sky erowded with light and 
dark elouds, the mountains dark in the dis- 
tanee, and the gently rolling topography on 
the top half of the painting that this is a land- 
seape ereation. However, toward the eenter 
of the painting, there is less elarity. Others, 
sueh as “Timberline” and “Noetume East” 
are more expressionist, promoting a feeling 
rather than the literal reereation. 

“There’s more thiekness, more layering 
— this painting shows Erie digging deep- 
er into the painting, the idea,” MeColl said 
of “Wilderness.” The result is lovely — the 
landseape is eluttered with eolors and shapes, 
grays, blues, oranges and pinks. 

“Although Erie Aho’s mid-eareer work 
tends inereasingly towards abstraetion ’s 
formal eoneems, the land remains his per- 
sistent subjeet,” MeColl wrote in the exhibit 
eatalogue. 

Aho has always been drawing — in high 
sehool, he eonsidered beeoming a medieal 
artist. He’s very knowledgeable about art his- 
tory, but mueh of his training through eollege 
was in drawing. He didn’t begin to paint until 
he was through with sehool and took a job as 
a painting instruetor in Vermont. Needless to 
say, he never quite got into medieal drawing. 

Aho has been showing in well-established 
galleries sinee the mid 1990s, and although 
he’s a mid-eareer artist, he has gained a foot- 
hold on the national seale in the past few years. 

“I hope to portray an emblematie view of 
a larger human experienee. Not just mine — 
standing in front of the painting, I hope that 
viewers feel what it’s like to be momentarily 
tethered to that plaee, to feel it in a new expe- 
rienee,” Aho said. “To ehallenge sensations.”

Flagging down players 

Manchester youth flag football league is open

When you love a sport, you want your kids 
to start young. But you don’t want them to 
bum out early. 

Kids are beginning taekle football as young 
as 7 years old, and many of them opt not to 
eontinue with the sport in elementary sehool 
beeause, let’s faee it, getting hit is not always 
fun. Add to this the long-term effeets of too 
many years of football — eoneussions, stress, 
lasting injuries — and many players find that 
their football eareers do not last as long as they 
originally antieipated. 

So two Manehester dads, Chuek Vorias and 
Chris Morgan, deeided to give kids (and par- 
ents) another option, a way to learn the game 
without getting mauled: flag football. 

The idea eame about while they were wateh- 
ing their kids play in a reereational indoor 
league in Bedford. They enjoyed playing here, 
Morgan said, and some of the kids who were 
old enough weren’t yet ready to take on taek- 
le football. Unfortunately, there were no flag 
football leagues that would enable the kids 
to eontinue the sport without joining a taek- 
le football team. 

“Pelham has a league, but other than that, 
there aren’t many opportunities for non-eon- 
taet football,” Morgan said. 


Vorias said his son isn’t quite ready for taek- 
le, either. 

‘T don’t want my kids playing taekle right 
now, and they, too, want to keep playing with- 
out the taekling aspeet,” Vorias said, a father 
of three boys, ages 8, 6 and 4. “There are so 
many stories of kids who start at 7, play one 
game of taekle, and then want to stop,” he 
said. He hopes that this opportunity allows 
more kids to develop an appreeiation of the 
game. 

Morgan Googled flag football and eame 
aeross the USA Football NFL flag football 
league at nflflag.eom. The site eovers the 
league’s mles, equipment, history, and teams. 

Most of the mles of regular football apply to 
flag football; the positions, plays and eoneepts 
are the same. The biggest differenee is simply 
that there is no taekling. To take down a play- 
er, you have to steal his bright Velero hip flag. 

Vorias and Morgan think that beeause it 
does not involve taekling, the program might 
also eneourage more girls to try it out. They 
hope to eventually begin a girls league, if the 
interest is there. 

Perhaps one of the eoolest parts of this flag 
football league is that it is affiliated with the 
NFL, so its kids will reeeive an offieial NFL 
jersey and an offieial USA NFL membership 
upon registration. The group will be divided 
into teams, eaeh of whieh will have an offi-

cial NFL name, like “Cowboys” or “Patriots.” 

Praetiees and games will take plaee Sun- 
days at 9 a.m., Aug. 5 through Oet. 7, at Smyth 
Road Sehool field in Manehester. The season 
will end with a “Super Bowl” tournament on 
Sunday, Oet. 14. The league is for kids ages 
5 through 12, but there are no geographie 
boundaries — all players, from anywhere, are 
weleome. Player fees are $65 for the season. 

Morgan and Vorias aeknowledge that they 
are still in the beginning stages of this league, 
but they expeet a lot of interest and that it will 
grow onee word gets out. Right now, there will 
only be internal games, but if the interest is 
there, they will look to play other NFL flag 
football organizations all over New England. 

They eneourage parents to beeome involved, 
as well, to eoaeh or just to support the teams.

THE PLAYGROUND 

Play like a kid again 

Parents have a ball at Mel’s Funway Park

They tumbled out of the Laser Tag room, 
their faees flushed with exeitement, talking 
in a rush about that “great hit” and eompar- 
ing the seores on the baeks of their phasers. 
One man turned to the boy next to him and 
gave him a high-five, saying, “Great shot, 
you got Mom!” His son grinned, saying, 
“Yeah, Dad, then she turned around and got 
you!” 

On a reeent afternoon spent at MeTs Fun- 
way Park in Litehfield, I kept running into 
groups like the one deseribed above — adults 
at play like kids, many of them parents play- 
ing with their kids. 

As parents, we’ve all eneountered those 
moments when we try to engage in a game 
with our kids that just doesn’t appeal to us, 
and we hang in there beeause we want to do 
something fun with them. Finding aetivities 
that will appeal to all ages ean be trieky. 

While not every attraetion will be every- 
one’s eup of tea, there are plenty of options. 
We went on a Saturday afternoon beeause I 
had bought a eouple FunPaek passes for my 
son and his friend on a Groupon deal. I was an 
observer that day, not a player, though I began 
to wish I had bought myself a pass. 

Upon our arrival, my son and his friend 
made a beeline for Laser Tag. The other peo- 
ple going in for battle at the same time were a 
family of four — mom, dad and two teenage 
sons — who instantly beeame their “foes.” 
After the 10-minute game, everyone eame out 
laughing and joking and bragging about their 
Laser Tag prowess. Miehael Aeeomando, 
one of the owners of Mel’s, understands the 
game’s appeal. He said when he and his busi- 
ness partner first put in Laser Tag, they often 
played until 3 a.m., “having the time of our 
lives.” He said he sees adults eome out from 
playing, “smiling and sweatier than the kids.” 

At Mel’s, all-day passes ean be purehased 
for $45 for unlimited aetivities, or visitors ean 
buy a $25 FunPaek with no expiration date, 
good for one go-kart ride, one round of mini 
golf, one small bueket of balls for the driving 
range, one game of Laser Tag, one game of 
Laser Maze and six batting eage tokens. 

There are individual priees per attraetion 
available, too. For example. Laser Tag eosts 
$5 per game per person, or $10 for three 
games. 

After watehing other players’ progress in 
the Laser Maze on the TV sereen loeated out- 
side the room, my son and his friend had to 
try it. To understand what the Laser Maze is 
like, Aeeomando suggested thinking of the 
movie Mission Impossible and the seene in 
whieh Tom Cruise has to make it through a 
room laeed with laser beams, whieh when 
triggered would set off an alarm. Play- 
ers enter the Laser Maze and are timed, as 
they try to go over or under the laser beams. 
Aeeomando said he onee witnessed a sev- 
en-year-old boy make it through the maze 
in seven seeonds. You quiekly realize that is 
quite a feat, onee you see the average times. 

“He was so small and so thin,” Aeeomando 
said, “onee he got in the maze, he immedi- 
ately dropped to the floor and snake- and

army-crawled from one end to the other.” 
As the boy came out, Aeeomando said, “The 
whole room got completely quiet.” He said 
that when bigger people tried the same tech- 
nique, they just couldn’t do it. The Laser 
Maze costs $2 per person for one game, or $5 
for three games. 

Mel’s also offers two 18-hole mini-golf 
courses. Aeeomando said that while both 
have challenging holes, the front course, 
called the Granite, tends to be more difficult 
than the back course. The Granite has a gran- 
ite hole, a smooth slab of granite with the 
hole in the middle, which Aeeomando said, 
“Is a pretty difficult shot to make.” The back 
course, called the Lighthouse, gets its name 
because one of the holes is played within a 
small lighthouse. 

Aeeomando said the owners are proud of the 
batting cages at Mel’s, which he called “one of 
a kind.” He said most facilities have a net so 
low that when you hit a ball, it drops right down 
and you never really get a real feel for hitting, 
whereas Mel’s batting cage setup allows peo- 
ple to feel the “smack” of the ball as it they hit 
it. People “get a kick out of how the backdrop 
is a replica of the Green Monster,” he said. 

Aeeomando said the go-kart track brings 
adults and kids together for fun; he enjoys 
watching kids return and try to pick out the 
same car they had last time, because they 
remember it as the “fastest one.” What they 
don’t realize is that the cars get worked on at 
different times during the week, Accoman- 
do said, so the one that was fast last weekend 
might not be as fast as the one that had new 
tires put on and its oil changed yesterday. 
The go-karts can reach speeds of 18 to 22 
mph, he said. There are ride requirements for 
both age and size, emphasizing safety first. 

Mel’s has a driving range, an arcade, and 
Woodman’s Restaurant. Aeeomando said the 
idea at Mel’s is “to help people remember 
what it’s like to carve out some time to let go 
and have fun, like when they were younger.” I 
definitely felt that vibe, because while I didn’t 
buy a ticket for the attractions the day we 
visited, I couldn’t refuse a dish of ice cream 
— with M&M’s on it. After all, I’m really just 
a kid at heart.

Hot air in Hillsborough 

The annual Hillsborough Balloon 
Festival isn’t just about balloons 

— it’s also got an artists’ fair and 
a parade with floats, marehing 
bands, military personnel and lots 
of fire trueks, among other things 

— but let’s faee it, the hot air bal- 
loons are the star attraetion. Take a 
tethered ride (about 50 feet up for 
a few minutes) for $15 or a soaring 

flight over the Monadnoek region for $200 per passen- 
ger (most balloons ean earry three to five passengers). 
The earnival opens Thursday, July 19, at 6 p.m. and elos- 
es at 10 p.m.; purehase a ride braeelet for $15. On Friday, 
July 20, the earnival is open from 5 to 1 1 p.m. (ride braee- 
lets $20), a road raee starts at 6:30 p.m., balloon lift off 
is at 6 p.m. weather permitting, and balloon night glow 
(they stay grounded but they look awesome) starts at 8 
p.m.

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CAR TALK BY TOM AND RAY MAGLIOZZI 

It’s best to shield cars from sun, if possible 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

My husband and I recently purchased a haci- 
enda in Tucson, Ariz., where we just arrived for 
the summer and will be spending all our future 
summers. At present, my beloved 1986 Buick 
Skylark, painted in John Deere green, is sit- 
ting in a fully exposed driveway with only the 
shade of a small cactus to protect it from the 
blazing sun. My German mother, whose advice 
I always follow, has suggested that we pur- 
chase a small gazebo to shade my Buick. My 
British husband, who has only just arrived in 
the states this January, has wondered wheth- 
er a better course of action would be to get a 
“reflective cover thingy ” (his words). His fru- 
gality here may be the result of the fact that 
the Buick broke down on the way to our wed- 
ding, and he thinks it is on its last legs. Bottom 
line: gazebo, “reflective cover thingy ” or sta- 
tus quo? — Elizabeth 

TOM: Or maybe your mother’s just try- 


ing to get your husband to spend money 
beeause she’s still miffed about the Treaty of 
Versailles? 

RAY: Sun is hard on the ear’s paint, and on 
its interior — whieh ean eraek from the heat 
and the sun. If both exterior and interior are in 
good shape (whieh, frankly, I doubt, given that 
it’s a 1986 Buiek), then the best thing would 
be to put up some sort of sun-eovering strue- 
ture. That’s probably what your mom means 
by a “gazebo.” And a permanent strueture is 
best. 

TOM: But you ean start with a temporary 
eanopy. It ean be as simple as four well-seeured 
poles with a large tarp stretehed between them. 
Or you ean buy a temporary earport built just 
for that purpose. A lot of plaees sell tentlike 
struetures speeifieally designed to proteet a ear 
from sun and rain — either just on top, or on 
the sides, too. 

RAY: My seeond ehoiee would be two win- 
dow shades — one for the front windshield, 
and one for the rear. That will at least proteet 
the interior and dashboard from some of the 
direet sun. Even better, eombine those with 
tinted windows. 

TOM: I’m not a big fan of ear eovers (or 
“refleetive eover thingies”) for ears that you 
drive every day, only beeause they’re a mild 
pain in the butt to take on and off And ehane- 
es are, after a while, you’ll just stop using it. 

RAY: A permanent earport definitely is 
the best solution, Elizabeth. But I’d aetually 


reeommend that you start with something tem- 
porary. Why? Beeause Tueson’s a beautiful 
plaee, but after you spend a furnaeelike sum- 
mer there, you might ehange your mind about 
the “and all future summers” part. So you may 
not want to spend the money on a full-seale 
eonstruetion projeet until you’re sure you’re 
going to return year after year, rather than flee 
and spend your summers in Juneau, Alaska. 

TOM: But if you do go for the tempo- 
rary earport, be sure to write your name and 
address on it, so when it blows away in one of 
Tueson’s summer monsoons, your neighbors 
ean return it. Good luek, you guys. 

/ am a rural mail carrier and have a ques- 
tion about engine coolants. As a mail carrier, 
I spend a tremendous amount of time on hot 
asphalt at very slow speeds, and often sitting 
still. Are there any engine coolants that are 
capable of making an engine run cooler? My 
engine runs a little hotter than I am comfort- 
able with. It doesn t overheat, but it reaches 
higher temps than it does when traveling down 
the road at 55 mph. If no such coolant exists, 
are there any “tricks ” that could be applied to 
get the desired result? — Josh 

TOM: There’s really nothing you ean put in 
there to make it run eooler. Josh — unless you 
want to paek the radiator with bloeks of dry 
iee. 

RAY: It’s more likely that your radiator has 
seen better days. So the first thing I’d suggest 


is having your radiator inspeeted and flow- 
tested. Make sure it’s not eorroded and that 
you’re moving plenty of eoolant through it. 

TOM: You ean have someone eheek your 
thermostat, too, to make sure it’s opening eor- 
reetly and isn’t stieking. A stieky thermostat 
ean make a ear run hot in stop-and-go driving. 
So ean a non-funetioning eooling fan. 

RAY: If all of that stuff eheeks out OK, your 
one other option is to install an auxiliary eool- 
ing fan. 

TOM: Basieally, that’s an extra eleetrie fan 
that mounts on the front side of the radiator 
(your regular eooling fan is on the baek side). 
An auxiliary fan will give you a little extra 
eooling in stop-and-go driving, whieh is where 
you need it. 

RAY: But other than that, there’s no mag- 
ie potion. Josh. Exeept maybe the aeid bath 
they’re going to use to elean out your eorroded 
radiator. Good luek.

GARDENING GUY 

A midsummer day’s work 

Easy tasks in the flower garden

I love George Gershwin’s Porgy and 
Bess, partieularly that song about summer- 
time, when the living is allegedly easy. Fish 
are jumpin’ and the eotton is high, and all 
that. Well, it’s mid-summer and the garden- 
ing is just as busy as ever, the weeds are 
high and who has time for fishing? But I’m 
not eomplaining. I love the garden, and the 
weeds give me an exeuse to avoid eleaning 
the basement. Here are some of the mid- 
summer tasks I’ve been working on. 

Watering: Pots and planters need daily 
attention. I poke a finger in pots to veri- 
fy that the soil mix is still lightly moist. I 
bought a hanging basket full of supertunias 
at a fundraiser, and it needs watering every 
day. The basket is filled with a peat-based 
potting mix, whieh loses moisture fast. So 
the leaves shrivel and it looks awfiil by the 
end of the day unless I water daily. I give it 
some liquid fish fertilizer a eouple of times 
a week, as the potting mix is devoid of 
mueh in the way of minerals. 

New plantings in the ground that are still 
establishing themselves also need water 
every day or two, depending on the weath- 
er. But mature flowers rarely need watering 
if they are planted in the right plaee. I only 
water if they go limp. 

Cutting back, pruning: Now is the time 
to eut off spent flowers. This has been a 
splendid year for roses, perhaps to eom- 
pensate for the poor lilae show. Some roses 
re-bloom, some do not, but eleaning off the 
dead flowers will improve the looks of the 
plant. Cut baek not just the dead blossom, 
but all the way baek to the next stem that 
has five leaves. 

Other plants, sueh as peonies, will look 
better if you eut off the spent flowers, and 
some (sueh as and perennial baehelor but- 
tons) will re -bloom. Cut off the flowers and 
stems of delphinium right to the ground 
after blooming is done, serateh in some 
fertilizer, and you should get another stem 
with blossoms in the fall. 

Spring and early- summer blooming 
shrubs need to have their blossoms eut off 
now. I reeently have worked on forsythia, 
eommon ninebark, lilae and spirea. If you 
eut these baek in the fall, you will lose blos- 
soms. Forsythia and ninebark ean really 
grow fast, up to 3 to 4 feet in a season if you 
let them go at their natural paee, so eut them 
baek before they are totally unmanageable. 

Weeding: Weeds, those sneaky raseals, 
get diseouraged if you keep pulling them 
out. But left alone now, midsummer? They 
grow like erazy. Grasses are trying to sneak 
in to the garden, too. Keep the grasses at 
bay by digging a treneh at the edge of the 
lawn. Use a shovel or an edging tool to dig 
a 4-ineh-deep, V-shaped treneh between the 
lawn and garden beds. Grasses grow to the 
edge of the treneh and don’t know if it is 
the Grand Canyon or something smaller, so 
they stay baek. 

If you see weeds blooming, stop whatev- 
er you are doing and pull the weeds. Or, as 
the Red Queen would say, “Off with their

heads!’ Snip off the weed flowers before 
they ean set seeds and sprinkle them into 
your soil. Then deal with the weed when 
you have time. Don’t throw weeds with 
flowers into the eompost. Some (most?) ean 
morph from flower to seed even after being 
pulled, and those weed seeds in the eompost 
ean eome baek to trouble you later. 

Use a good weeding tool when you weed, 
so that you ean get all (or most of) the roots 
of weeds and grasses. You probably know 
that my favorite is the CobraHead weeder 
(www.CobraHead.eom). I like the faet that 
it is so easy to get its single tine under a 
weed, loosening the soil so that when I tug 
the weed, it eomes out, roots and all. 

Mulching: Mulching really reduces 
weed problems if you weed carefully and 
then apply mulch. What to use for mulch? 
That depends on your budget and your 
aesthetic sense. Most gardeners use bark 
mulch of some sort, though many use “col- 
or enhanced” wood-based mulch. Not me. 
I am skeptical of what companies use to 
enhance the color of their mulch, so I only 
buy natural, organic mulch. 

I also like to use chopped leaves as mulch. 
Leaves are fantastic sources of organic mat- 
ter and nutrients that microorganisms can 
break down and share with our plants. Pine 
needles, too, are excellent mulch. I know 
that many gardeners think that pine needles 
are too acidic to use, but I have never had a 
problem with them. 

Last but not least, this is the time to 
plant some new daylilies. These are work- 
horses in the garden. Bugs don’t eat them 
and they don’t get mildew or blight. They 
come in different colors, blossom shape and 
bloom time. Go to a family-owned garden 
center or nursery to see what’s in bloom. 
You just might be amazed.

Tech toys for cheap 

Some great gadgets for under $50

If there’s one fairly 
immutable rule of eonsum- 
er eleetronies, it’s this: stuff 
gets eheaper over time. 
Last year’s hot game eon- 
sole will eost less now, 
either beeause there’s a new 
one out or beeause they’ve 
learned how to make the same parts for less. 
It ean be frustrating knowing that your pur- 
ehases won’t hold mueh value after a eouple 
years, but it also means you ean get some 
great stuff for very little money. 

• 64GB USB flash drives: In April of 
2006, I wrote about brand new 64GB USB 
flash drives just eoming on the market. At 
the time, 64GB was twiee the size of my 
laptop hard drive; now my 500GB drive 
seems small. But 64GB on a single USB 
drive is still a fair amount, and it’s eome 
down a lot in priee. In 2006, the eheapest 
64GB model was prieed at $2,800. Today, 
a quiek Internet seareh turns up several 
models around $40 — and they’re the eool 
slidey kind where the USB plug pops out, 
no eap to lose. I even got an e-mail show- 
easing a 32GB model on sale for $13.99. 
Praise be to eonstantly improving memory 
manufaeturing methods. 

• Android tablets: Not top-of-the-line 
Android tablets by any means, but Android 
tablets nonetheless. Generie drug store tab- 
lets have been hovering at around $99 for 
a while ($89 on sale), and some of those 
are now starting to hit the eloseout seene. 
In partieular, refurbished Veloeity Miero, 
May long, and Pandigital tablets with 7-ineh 
sereens show up for $49.99 regularly. And 
last week, retail store Big Lots briefly had 
two different 7-ineh tablets available for 


$19.99 eaeh. At $99, the slow, buggy tablets 
were a disappointment; at $20, eomplaining 
would put you thoroughly in the realm of 
#firstworldproblems. 

• E-readers: If full-blown tablets aren’t 
your thing, maybe you prefer the paper-like 
display of an e-reader. If you want it eheap. 
Pandigital again has you eovered. Any day 
of the week, a refurbished Pandigital Nov- 
el 6-ineh e-reader will run you only $24.99 
at online elearanee site BensOutlet.eom. 
In some ways it eompares quite well with 
a Kindle or Nook — 2GB internal memory 
plus an expansion slot, high eontrast toueh- 
sereen, Wi-Fi — but it only gives you a few 
hours of battery life and page turns aren’t 
as speedy as on a name-brand reader. Load 
up some free elassie books and enjoy the 
stinginess. 

• Digital cameras: Again, you are abso- 
lutely not getting the eream of the erop for 
less than 50 bueks, but you ean get some- 
thing deeent that you ean hand to a kid or 
take on an impromptu eamping trip without 
elutehing your wallet in pain. A few models 
of Vivitar eamera give you 10+ megapix- 
els for about $40, though be prepared for 
sluggish shutters and shakey pietures if you 
don’t use the flash. Hunt around a little more 
and you’ll find Kodak Easy Share models 
slipping in right under the $50 mark, usually 
refurbished. These offer optieal zoom lenses 
and slightly snappier performanee. 

Then again, if you’re truly looking for a 
eamera for a young ehild, there’s the Fish- 
er-Priee Kid-Tough for $35 at Amazon or 
the Vteeh Kidizoom for $29. Neither take 
stellar pietures, but they do take a (mild) 
beating. And that’s prieeless.

The steel drum of Caribbean musie hums 
softly from the outdoor speakers as you sip a 
eolorful eoektail while enjoying dinner in a 
poolside eabana. 

No, you are not on a tropieal island. In 
faet, you haven’t even left the Granite State. 

Sizzle Bistro opened at Exeeutive Health 
& Sports Center in Manehester on July 12. 

“We want everyone to enjoy a little bit of 
vaeation,” said Maureen Lemire, Sizzle’s gen- 
eral manager, of the restaurant’s eoneept.

“Neville has done sueh an outstanding job 
with Hooked and Ignite and met our needs 
beeause he has always offered healthy eui- 
sine,” he said. “It was the eombination of 
that, flavor and his ability to run a sueeessful 
franehise.” Sizzle Bistro diners ean purehase 
a single-day Exeeutive Health & Sports Cen- 
ter pass for $15 (or $40 for a family of up to 
four members). 

Diners ean aeeess Sizzle Bistro from the 
parking lot and from inside the sports elub, 
where the eatery is tueked into the basement. 
Red lamps glow over eaeh table inside the 
restaurant, whieh seats 100 guests, and red 
rope lights glow from the underbelly of the 
bar, whieh features six fiatsereen TVs. 

“We eall it Ignite on steroids,” Lemire said. 

Glass doors lead to a stone patio — and 
the sports eenter pool, eomplete with rows 
of eloth lounge ehairs — whieh seats anoth- 
er 100 guests at umbrella- shaded tables. A 
grass hut-like tiki bar, with three fiatsereen 
TVs, is also set up outside and lined with 
Polynesian-style statues. Chairs are set up 
around fire pits on one side of the patio, 
near eushy eabanas eomplete with pillows. 
At dusk, heat lamps are ignited and flames 
aseend up their glass tubes for all to see. Live 
musie is featured on the patio every Thurs- 
day through Saturday. 


Starters at Sizzle Bistro inelude the Ignit- 
ed Mussels (served in a butter, garlie, white 
wine sauee). Fried Piekles, Maple Glazed 
Seallops & Baeon, Kahuna Tuna (seared ahi 
tuna strips on a wonton surfboard of water- 
eress, piekled ginger and wasabi sauee), and 
the Sizzle Salad (mixed greens served with a 
sizzling platter of onions, red peppers, arti- 
ehoke hearts, sun-dried tomatoes, marinated 
ehieken breast and fantail shrimp). 

The menu also boasts a variety of burg- 
ers (beef, turkey and bison) and sandwiehes, 
ineluding the Tusean Dip (Blaek Angus beef 
topped with smoked provolone and Asiago 
eheese, served on an Italian loaf with Tus- 
ean seasoned au jus for dipping), Philly Very 
Veggie (sauteed purple onion, red and green 
peppers, spinaeh, tomatoes, artiehoke hearts, 
seasonal vegetables and mushrooms, topped 
with Monterrey Jaek eheese and served on a 
baguette) and the Seaeoast Sandwieh (light- 
ly breaded haddoek, served with eole slaw, 
tartar sauee and melted eheddar on a Kaiser 
roll), whieh Lemire said has already emerged 
as a eustomer favorite. 

Among the entrees are The Nest (sauteed 
ehieken tenders, artiehoke hearts, sun-dried 
tomatoes and spinaeh, finished with feta eheese 
and garlie butter, served over angel hair pasta), 
Blaekened Mahi Mahi (seared mahi mahi eoat- 
ed in Cajun spiees). Filet Mignon Toumedos 
(beef tenderloin wrapped in smoked baeon, 
served on a Freneh erouton with beamaise 
sauee) and Seafood Cioppino (shrimp, seal- 
lops, haddoek, mussels and elams in a broth of 
tomatoes, butter, wine and Italian herbs). “We 
eall it ‘oeean in a bowl,”’ Lemire said. “There’s 
a little bit of everything in there.” 

The tiki bar offers a speeial bar menu. 
Guests at the bar ean order the Mezzaluna 
Plate (hummus, tabbouleh, piekled purple 
onions, olives and pita bread), Tutti Frutti 
(a plate of slieed fruit and berries). Shrimp 
Ceviehe, Buffalo Bleu Chips (homemade 
potato ehips topped with buffalo sauee, blue 
eheese dressing and paneetta). Kahuna Tuna, 
or a variety of raw bar options to enjoy with 
a Watermelon Margarita or Dragon Berry 
Mojito, or a less-than-200-ealories eoektail

such as the Skinny Minny (vodka, muddled 
kiwi, strawberry, lime and club soda) or the 
Wolf Bite (wolf berry rum, lemon-lime soda 
and a splash of grenadine). 

All menus are available for lunch and din- 
ner, and everything is made to order. 

“If you don’t see it on the menu, ask,” 
Lemire said. “If we’re capable of making it, 
we will make it.” 

Sizzle Bistro will be open year-round (give 
or take a few holidays), and Lemire said she 
hopes the restaurant will have earned itself 
enough of a reputation to continue to draw 
in customers during the colder months. “We 
have to start out strong and perfect and go 
from there,” she said, adding that the cen- 
ter installed a gas heating system outside so 
the restaurant can extend its outdoor season 
for as long as possible. “The summer is so 
short around here, and people love to be out- 
side,” she said.

Push a button, get a pour 

Vino opens NH’s first self-serve wine station

Self-service wine tasting had always been 
Dan Villafranca’s plan at Vino Aromas in 
Manchester, as it was something he and his 
wife enjoyed during their visits to the South. 

“We went from place to place and had so 
much fun pressing the buttons and finding 
wines we really liked,” Villafranca said. “We 
wanted to share that experience.” 


Villafranca was given permission by the 
state liquor commission last month to begin 
allowing his customers to use the self-ser- 
vice Napa Technologies WineStations set up 
in the Elm Street shop’s dining and wine tast- 
ing area. His store is the first in the state to 
be granted the go-ahead for self-serve wine. 

“Everyone has loved it so far,” Villafran- 
ca said. 

Guests may opt to purchase pours in three 
different quantities — a taste (1.5 ounces). 


half glass (3 ounces) and full glass (6 ounc- 
es) — using prepaid cards. The average price 
for a taste is $1.78, for a half is $5.70, and for 
a full is $9. 

“It’s a little cheaper than restaurant pric- 
es for a glass,” Villafranca said. The prepaid 
cards, available from employees at the shop, 
allow for exact pours and measures to be dis- 
pensed. The cards show their balance when 
inserted into the machine. 

“There is zero waste of the wine and, more

importantly, I can open stuff so people don’t 
have to buy the bottle in a restaurant and . . . 
worry about wasting it,” Villafranea said. 

Villafranea is also able to monitor his 
inventory and observe “in real time” wheth- 
er someone has been over-served, even 
though the eard will only allow for 6 oune- 
es to be poured an hour. Villafranea ean turn 
eards off from his laptop, if neeessary. All 
wines in the stations are sold in the shop. 

Villafranea has made some ehanges to 
the dining and wine tasting area at Vino 
Aromas over the last few months. The 
spaee now boasts an array of eoffee tables 
and blaek leather wrap-around eouehes; 
a flatsereen TV will soon be added to the 
spread, and Villafranea will set up outdoor 
seating later this summer. 

In addition to pouring themselves one 
of 30 (soon to be 36) New and Old World

wines at the shop, guests may order platters 
of eheese, meat, eheese and meat, anti- 
pasto and Mediterranean snaeks, or wraps 
(turkey and eheese, tuna salad or ehieken 
salad). They may also forgo seleeting their 
own wines and order a flight (sweet white, 
white, light red or bold red) pre-designed 
by Villafranea, who runs hour-long intro- 
duetory wine eourses, eomplete with eheese 
pairing, at the shop by request every Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Saturday, for $25. ‘T 
talk until you fall over,” he said. 

Villafranea will switeh out the sampling 
wines every 30 days and will fill the Napa 
Teehnologies WineStations with mostly 
whites — partieularly Riesling, Moseato 
and Sauvignon Blane — this summer. Oth- 
er whites for self-serviee sampling at Vino 
Aromas inelude Kim Crawford Sauvignon 
Blane and Dreaming Tree Chardonnay by 
Dave Matthews. White wines are kept at 50 
degrees, red at 64. Argon gas replaees oxy- 
gen in the deviees to keep the wines fresh 
and give eaeh a 60-day shelf life. 

“Four days is the longest I’ve seen a bot- 
tle here so far,” Villafranea said. Grafen 
Reipperg Lemberger and Semtrot, German 
wines with eharaeter profiles similar to a 
Pinot Noir, Campus Oaks Red Vine Zinfan- 
del, and Chupaeabra, a red blend ereated by 
the lead singer of the band Tool, are new 
additions to the stations. 

If the self-serving tasting station takes 
off, Villafranea said, he will look into fran- 
ehising and expanding to Chieago and to 
Portland, Maine, where Villafranea said 
there is a “big need” for sueh a shop. He 
has also looked at Newburyport, Mass., as a 
possible seasonal shop loeation.

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Summer in a can 


Now’s the time to preserve fresh fruits and berries

Farmers market season is in full swing, 
but as eaeh fruit and vegetable will only 
be in season for so long, many eonsumers 
turn to eanning to preserve their favorites 
and enjoy them year-round. 

Marisa MeClellan grew up in a house- 
hold where her family eanned jam made 
with the fruits from its blaekberry bushes 
and plum and apple trees. 

“It wasn’t the kind of thing where we 
were eanning to get through the winter,” 
MeClellan said. “Mom eouldn’t bear the 
thought of letting anything go to waste.” 

MeClellan pieked up eanning again six 
years ago after eolleeting 13 pounds of 
blueberries with a friend. “It was one of 
those things where we were like, ‘What 
do we do with 13 pounds of berries?’ 
Make jam,” she said, adding that she 
immediately ealled her mother for a few 
eanning tips, ran to the hardware store for 
jars and began the proeess. “There’s just 
something about it that elieked and res- 
onated with me, so I kept doing it,” she 
said. MeClellan later opted to use the art 
of preserving food as the topie of her first 
book. Food in Jars: Preserving in Small 
Batches.

lavender and honey are also good fruit infu- 
sion options. 

“Onee you start eanning, you start to dis- 
eover just how many different ways there 
are make your jams and piekles unique,” 
she said. 

Zueehini is one veggie that often turns to 
mush during the pressure eanning proeess, 
but that doesn’t mean you ean’t try, Mullen 
said. The Italian squash is best preserved 
frozen and then grated, to be used in zue- 
ehini bread, paneakes or stir-fry, she said. 
Lettuee and other greens are also quiek to 
beeome mush, and thieker foods are diffi- 
eult to ean, as it ean be hard for the heat to 
penetrate them, she said.

What can and can’t be 
canned? 

McClellan’s next eanning projeet is to 
make jams and barbeeue sauee out of apri- 
eots, one of her favorite fruits to work with. 
She also enjoys making “Dilly Beans,” or 
piekled green beans, and says she annually 
eans 100 pounds of tomatoes to use in saue- 
es and soups all year. 

Infusing herbs with fruit is a popular ean- 
ning option; MeClellan adds rosemary to 
her aprieot jam, whieh she likes on toast 
and as a ehieken or pork glaze or a goat 
eheese aeeompaniment. 

“It’s one of those things that are really 
versatile and a little different than what you 
would expeet to get,” she said, adding that

Different foods need different meth- 
ods of eanning. High-aeid foods ean be 
eanned in a boiling-water bath that raises 
their temperature to 212 degrees F. Low- 
aeid foods are more prone to baeteria, and 
thus require the higher temperatures of 
pressure eanning. 

Aliee Mullen, food and agrieulture 
field speeialist at the University of New 
Hampshire Cooperative Extension, ree- 
ommends that beginner eanners start with 
a boiling water eanner; she said these are 
inexpensive and ean often be found at 
yard sales. This kind of eanner lets you 
ean high-aeid foods sueh as piekles and 
jellies. A lobster pot ean make a reason- 
able substitute, Mullen said. 

Also helpful for any eanning: funnels 
(to pour liquid into jars), lid wands (to 
piek up preheated lids) and jar lifters (to 
pull jars from the boiling pot). 

Conventional mason or Ball jars are 
most eommonly used for eanning, but 
any glass jars with two-part metal lids 
ean be used. Two-part eanning lids “give 
the most dependable and reliable seal,” 
MeClellan said. 

Jars ean be reused as long as they are 
not damaged. But reusing a eommer- 
eial jam jar from the groeery store is not 
reeommended, as these are not typieal- 
ly designed to be used in home eanners. 
The jars may have already been exposed 
to heat and may not have proper sealing 
eapabilities. A good seal is neeessary to 
ensure baeteria don’t grow in the jar. 

Jams, jellies, pickles: 

Boil water 

For foods high in aeid, sueh as jams, jel- 
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lies and pickles, use the boiling-water-bath 
method of canning. You can buy a canner 
or start with a stock pot large enough for 
a rack to be placed flat inside it and to fit 
jars well enough so that there is an inch of 
water over them, and also an inch of space 
between the water and the top of the pot. 
The rack protects the jars from the heat of 
the stove and allows water to fully circulate 
around the jars. 

You’ll warm the jars and fill with the 
warm or hot product. Then the double- seal 
lid gets screwed on tight, and the jar is low- 
ered back into the water. Some space must 
be left in each jar between the top of the 
product and the lid so that when the jar is 
heated, the air in that space will expand and 
form a seal as it pushes its way out of the 
jar. “Essentially what it’s doing is creating a 
vacuum,” McClellan said. 

The amount of boiling time varies 
depending on the recipe. Jams typically 
need to boil for 10 minutes, whereas some 
foods need to be boiled for more than an 
hour, McClellan said. 

Corn and green beans: 
Pressure canning 

For foods low in acidity, such as com, 
cucumbers and green beans, pressure can- 
ning is the way to go. 

“You can get the contents in that canner 
really hot because you’re using pressure,” 
Mullen said. McClellan said pressure 
canners can raise the temperature of the 
contents to 240 degrees. “If you put green 
beans into a boiling water canner, it would 
only reach up to 212 degrees — that’s not 
hot enough to kill botulism spores,” Mul- 
len said. 

Pressure canners — not to be confused 
with pressure cookers — cost between $60 
and $350, depending on the manufacturer, 
size and style, and have gauges that mea- 
sure the amount of pressure being applied 
to the jar. To process green beans using a 
pressure canner, you must first wash them 
and trim their ends, then decide whether to 
process them raw or cook them for a short 
time before placing them into the sterilized 
canning jars. 

Making sure your food is safe 

Food preservation is done so that food 
may be stored at room temperature safely. 
Mullen warned that bacteria, too, thrive 
at room temperature, which can result in 
a very dangerous product if your jar is not 
sealed properly. Clostridium botulinum 
is a botulism spore that can grow eas- 
ily in low-acid foods and, if consumed, 
could cause illness and, potentially, 
death, Mullen said. It is difficult to deter- 
mine when such spores begin to grow in 
canned products, she said: “They change 
into a vegetative state and produce a tox- 
in, and that toxin is deadly.” If the seal 
of a jar filled with low-acid foods is in 
question, the process can be redone with- 
in 24 hours of canning. The same product 
can be used, and the sterilized jar heated 
again in the pressure canner, but Mul- 
len warned that the quality of the product 
may be degraded. To better maintain the 
original state of the product, Mullen sug- 
gests blanching and freezing it before the 
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process begins. 

“Blanching deactivates the enzymes,” 
Mullen said. “If you don’t blanch, they 
keep breaking down the plant material in 
the frozen state and, as a result, your food 
will be really mushy and not very good.” 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture recommends that home canned 
products not be kept for more than a year, 
but McClellan said she has been able to 
squeeze a little extra time out of some. 

“The purpose is not to preserve some- 
thing forever,” she said. “You’re supposed 
to eat it.” 

If you can depress the button on the 
jar’s metal lid after the pressure canning 
process, the jar isn’t sealed. Clear liquid 
in the jar, or contents leaking from it, are 
also indicators that the process was not 
done properly. 

“Basically, you know you’ve done it 
right if you used tested recipes and fol- 
lowed directions exactly,” Mullen said, 
adding that is much easier to tell whether 
high-acid foods are spoiled because they 
usually grow mold or yeast. “The prob- 
lem with bacteria in low-acid foods is that 
you can’t smell it or see it,” she said. 

Do your research 

Both McClellan and Mullen expressed 
the importance of doing research before 
attempting canning. That might mean 
talking to an expert or reading books, 
McClellan said. 

“If you dive in and decide you want to 
make a chutney, you have to be careful 
because you’ll need to balance the high- 
acid and low-acid ingredients. ... If you 
don’t know you need those things to bal- 
ance, you might create a product that is 
not safe,” McClellan said. Mullen sug- 
gests sticking with USDA-tested recipes 
at the beginning, and following them 
precisely. 

“When people can, they are investing 
a significant amount of time and money, 
and they want their products to come out 
as a high-quality item, as well as come 
out safe,” Mullen said. 

Do it right, and you can reap the 
benefits. 

“You buy things only when they’re in 
season, when they tend to be inexpen- 
sive, and you preserve and eat it when it’s 
not in season,” McClellan said. Preserved 
goods also make good gifts, she add- 
ed. “People feel like you’re giving them 
something amazing, but it maybe cost 50 
cents a pound,” she said. 

Another benefit of canning has noth- 
ing to do with money; it’s about knowing 
where your food comes from. 

“People are disconnected with what 
they’re eating and want to have more con- 
trol over it,” McClellan said. “This is a 
way to take back control and the aware- 
ness of what is in their food.”

I never go out for pizza. Seriously. I mean, 
why would I when the pizza I can make at 
home is so freaking delicious? Especially 
when I wow my guests and make it on the 
grill. That’s right, pizza on the grill. Pizza 
you can make it in the summer that won’t 
heat up your kitchen when it’s 80 degrees 
outside! It’s a fairly simple process yet 
lends itself to endless possibilities. 

I like to begin my pizza-making with a 
look at the bigger picture: What do I feel 
like eating? Yes, this is one of life’s most 

important questions Most of the time, 

it’s barbecue chicken pizza. Popularized 
by the restaurant California Pizza Kitch- 
en, barbecue chicken pizza is absolutely 
scrumptious. Everyone I know seems to 
love it and it’s quite the hit with kids, mak- 
ing it a go-to family meal. Obviously, this 
pizza contains chicken and barbecue sauce, 
but the special ingredient I like to add is red 
onions. Their mild and slightly sweet fla- 
vor complements the barbecue vibe of this 
pizza and takes it to the next level, in my 

Barbecue Chicken Pizza 

Makes one pizza, serves about 3 
1 cup barbecue sauce 
1 breast chicken, grilled and chopped 
1 !/2 cups mozzarella & cheddar cheese, shredded 
1/3 red onion, sliced 

For pizza dough (unless you buy it pre-made): 

3 cups all-purpose flour 

1 (.25 ounce) package active dry yeast 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon white sugar 
1 cup warm water (110 degrees F/45 degrees C) 

Combine flour, salt, sugar, and yeast in a large bowl. Mix in oil and warm water. 

Heat the grill to medium. Roll out the dough and stop when you get to the thickness you 
desire. Spray the part that’s going on the grill first with olive oil. Spray the top of the grill 
with olive oil and place the dough on for about 5-10 minutes. Watch it carefully, waiting for 
it to firm the bottom and cook much of the center. 

Remove dough from grill, it should resemble a harder pizza crust on the bottom. Spray the 
top, uncooked side, with olive oil and re-spray the grill. Flip dough over so bottom becomes 
the top and add your toppings to the cooked side. First, add barbecue sauce (it substitutes 
for tomato sauce). Then, add cheese, chicken and red onions. Place back on the grill and 
cook for 5 to 10 minutes until top is slightly browning. 

Slice, serve and enjoy!

Marmalade 

It’s easy to get eaught up in the exeite- 
ment of summer dinner cookouts. But we 
ean’t negleet the most important meal of 
the day, even on the balmiest of mornings: 
breakfast. This mouthwatering reeipe is the 
delicious answer to all of your breakfast/ 
brunch needs. It’s quick, easy and, most 
important, it’s pantry-friendly. 

The recipe for this French toast casserole 
is from Sandra Lee of the Food Network. It 
utilizes an assortment of pantry ingredients 
and a few fresh ones to make prepping the 
meal in advance or on short notice a snap. 
But this is not your mother’s French toast. 
With ingredients like pumpkin spice and 
marmalade, this breakfast casserole has just 
the right blend of sweet and spice. 

Marmalade is easily found in any grocery 
store in the aisle with the jams and jellies. 
Like its jam counterparts, marmalade is a 
fruit preserve. Made from the juice and peel 
of citrus fruits, and then boiled with sugar 
and water, marmalade is a sticky- sweet, and 
at the same time bitter, addition to many 
toppings and sauces. The sweetness coupled 
with the citrus creates a savory spoonful 
that blends beautifully into breakfast treats. 
While you’ll most often find orange mar- 
malade in stores, the preserve can be made 
from lemons, limes, grapefruits, mandarins 
or any combination of the fruits. 

Marmalade dates back to more than 2,000 
years ago as a solid, cooked quince and hon- 
ey paste made by the Spanish. It was used 
as a preserve but also as a remedy for diges- 
tive complaints. The Portuguese eventually 
caught on to the delicious treat, perhaps 
through the Arabs, around the 10th century. 
Shipments of marmalade arrived in Lon- 
don beginning in 1494 and quickly became 
a popular gift among noble families. Over 
the years and through the natural evolu- 
tion of popular foods, marmalade grew in 
popularity. It eventually became commonly 
associated with breakfast or English tea- 
time. While the United States was one of

the few British colonies that did not gorge 
on the sweet treat as it grew to be a popu- 
lar export, it still turns up in grocery stores, 
on breakfast tables, and in popular recipes 
around the country. 

In this particular dish, marmalade is used 
in combination with syrup and fruit to cre- 
ate a sweet and savory topping for French 
toast casserole. Make this dish the night 
before a big brunch, or get up early for 
some extra prep time. It’ll need an hour to 
sit and an hour to bake; while the wait will 
have your mouth watering, this dish is well 
worth it. Enjoy while warm for a heavenly 
breakfast experience that blends a myriad 
of flavors that is sure to wake up your palate 
— and your guests — any day of the week.

French toast casserole with marmalade syrup 

Recipe from Sandra Lee of the Food Network 

2 boxes (12.5 ounces each) frozen cinnamon- swirl French toast 
4 eggs 

3 cups milk 

2 cups pure maple syrup 
1 teaspoon pumpkin pie spice 
1/3 cup marmalade 
1 banana, sliced 

Spray two 9x13 baking pans with cooking spray. Place the French toast slices in a sin- 
gle layer on the bottom of both pans; set aside. In a medium bowl, whisk together eggs, 
milk, 1 cup of maple syrup and pumpkin pie spice until well combined. Pour evenly over 
the French toast in the pans. Cover with plastic wrap and let sit for one hour; occasionally 
pushing the toast down into the mixture. Then, preheat the oven to 350 degrees F. Remove 
the plastic wrap and bake the casserole for about one hour, or until golden brown. Mean- 
while, in a small saucepan, heat the remaining one cup of maple syrup, 1/3 cup marmalade, 
and a sliced banana over medium-low heat until warm/heated through. Serve warm over the 
French toast casserole.

Just Desserts 

Peanut Butter Cookies 

It was about 14 years ago that I ventured 
across the Atlantic to spend a semes- 
ter attending the University of Edinburgh 
in Scotland. As one does when studying 
abroad, I learned about all sorts of cultur- 
al differences, including those pertaining 
to food. In Scotland, for example, tuna and 
sweet corn made a common pizza topping, 
ketchup was not a common accompaniment 
with fries (sorry: chips), and, to my shock 
and horror, Reese’s Peanut Butter Cups 
were simply not to be found. Anywhere. 

In fact, not only was my favorite can- 
dy unavailable, but the very idea of mixing 
chocolate and peanut butter seemed to utter- 
ly revolt my Scottish flatmates. So in the 
end, though my time in Scotland was cer- 
tainly a grand adventure, I was more than 
happy to return home to a country in which 
peanut butter confections are widely creat- 
ed and celebrated. 

And celebrate them we most certainly 
do. Without even looking very hard, one 
can easily find peanut butter fudge, pea- 
nut butter ice cream, peanut butter mousse, 
brownies boasting peanut butter swirls, ice 
cream sundaes topped with peanut butter 
sauce, and any number of cookies and tarts 
that riff on the classic combination of pea- 
nut butter and jelly. 

For my money, however, the best way to 
enjoy peanut butter in dessert form is also 
one of the simplest: the peanut butter cook- 
ie. Done well, the peanut butter cookie is 
rich and buttery and chewy and divine. 

For home bakers, achieving the right 
density and texture can be somewhat prob- 
lematic. Cookies made with shortening 
keep their shape well but tend to have a 



flatter flavor; those made with butter taste 
delectable but tend to spread out too much 
during baking, becoming thin and crisp. 
The solution to this problem, it turns out, 
is stupefyingly simple: Chill your dough 
before baking. Cold butter takes longer 
to warm up and melt, thus preventing the 
cookies from over- spreading. The resulting 
cookies are thick enough to be chewy and 
satisfying, without sacrificing the rich fla- 
vor of butter. Enjoy. — Sarah Shemkus 
Each week in Just Desserts, Sarah Shem- 
kus fiddles around with sweet ingredients 
to create a delectable homemade dessert 
and shares the results.

Peanut Butter Cookies 

This recipe comes (mostly) from Bon Appetit, via epicurious.com. 

3 cups flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup unsalted butter, room temperature 

1 cup peanut butter 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
1 cup packed brown sugar 

1 cup sugar 

2 large eggs 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Mix flour, baking powder and salt in medium bowl. Beat butter, 
peanut butter and vanilla in large bowl until well blended, then beat in both sugars. Scrape 
down sides of bowl. Stir half of dry ingredients into mixture. Add eggs one at a time, stirring 
well after each addition. Mix in remaining dry ingredients. Chill dough in freezer for 30 to 
60 minutes. Roll dough into 1-inch balls, or form cookies with cookie scoop. Arrange dough 
balls 2 inches apart on parchment-lined baking sheets. Using back of fork, flatten dough balls 
slightly and form crosshatch design on tops. Bake cookies until dry on top and golden brown 
on bottom, about 14 minutes. Cool cookies on baking sheets 5 minutes, then transfer cook- 
ies to racks to cool completely.

Wines worth the money 

Spend or save on these bottles

About once a month, I will recommend 
some of my latest wine samplings in what 
I call “Spend or Save.” This is a collection 
of wines I have found that are either worth 
spending a few extra dollars on (spend), or 
cheaper and exceed their value despite the 
price tag (save). This month, I chose one 
red and three whites. 

Spend: A to Z 2011 Oregon Pinot Gris 
is normally $15.99 at state liquor stores; I 
paid $13.99 on sale. A to Z is one of Ore- 
gon’s fastest-growing wineries, and since 
its founding in 2002 it has won multi- 
ple awards. This wine was harvested 
during one of the latest and coolest grow- 
ing seasons in Oregon, according to the 
winemaker. While producers were fearful, 
the weather held out until mid-November 
and the quantity and quality of the grapes 
were good. The grapes did have a lower 
alcohol content, mainly in the red variet- 
ies. The wine was produced using grapes 
from 23 different Oregon vineyards to 
encompass the best of the state’s pinot gris. 
This pinot gris (also known as pinot grigio) 
is pale yellow in color, with a nose of citrus, 
grapefruit and lemon. I found it semi-dry 
and slightly acidic with good balance and 
a long finish. I don’t always like pinot gri- 
gio, but this one has good structure and 
depth without being overly dry or harsh. 
Spend: Relax Riesling is worth spend- 
ing on even at the regular price, and you 
can often get it on sale at local supermar- 
kets or at liquor and wine outlets. I paid 
$10.99; it’s regularly $12.99. It’s my favor- 
ite kind of riesling: not too sweet and not 
too dry. The winemaker calls it America’s 
favorite riesling, and Wine Enthusiast Mag- 
azine named it a “best buy.” This wine has 
been one of my go-to bottles since I dis- 
covered it a few years ago. The pretty 
blue bottle and simple label called to me, 
but the wine itself lives up to the outward 
appearance. It is slightly dry, with a fruity 
bouquet on the nose. It is fruit-forward 


with flavors of apples, peaches and a hint 
of citrus. I love the balance of the sweet- 
ness and acidity in this wine. Just make 
sure you enjoy it well-chilled. This riesling 
is the perfect accompaniment to seafood, 
poultry, salads and spicy dishes, but I like 
it on its own during a warm summer night. 
Spend: Firesteed 2009 Oregon Pinot Noir 
is garnet in color, with aromas of raspber- 
ries, cedar, leather and spices. I scored a 
bottle of this wine on sale at my local liquor 
and wine outlet for significantly less than 
its original price of $18.99 (I paid $12.99) 
and I wish I had bought more — I forgot 
how much I liked it. I discovered it at a 
wine tasting in Boston a couple years ago. 
This wine, different from the pinot gris, was 
harvested during a great year for grapes 
with a hot July and warm August. Grapes 
were collected from Willamette, Umpqua, 
Rogue and Walla Walla Valleys to create a 
fabulous pinot noir blend. There are fruit- 
forward flavors of berries and cherries, with 
soft tannins and a nice, lingering finish. The 
label is very attractive, and this wine is 
worth every penny. Beginner red drinkers 
may even like it, as it is light and fruity. If 
you see it on sale, get some — you will not 
be disappointed. 

Save: Try Fetzer Shaly Loam 2010 
Gewurtztraminer (also called a “wurtz” 
for short). I put this in the “save” catego- 
ry because I purchased it for less than $10 
— $8.99 (regularly $10.99) — but in any 
case it’s a great summer wine. It comes 
from an Earth-friendly winery whose own- 
ers tout its sustainability and is produced in 
true German style. You can just smell the 
sweetness on the nose of this wine, along 
with aromas of rose petals and honeysuck- 
le. This leads to flavors of honeyed apricot 
and peach with just enough sweetness with- 
out being overpowering. It is reminiscent 
of moscato and is definitely not for anyone 
who doesn’t like sweet wine. Drink it well- 
chilled as an apertif or enjoy it with desserts 
like strawberry shortcake or berries with 
cream.

Red, white and green 

A lot of wine, a little cash 


For this week we deeid- 
ed to go baek to some of the 
California elassies, sort of, 
with one white and one red 
wine. 

Our first wine was a 2010 
Clos La Chance Chardon- 
nay from Monterey County 
prieed at $10.99 in the 
state stores. This white was 
almost white in eolor with 
a faint straw east to it; for 
a ehardonnay it was light- 
er than we expeeted. This 
lightness of eolor refieets 
that this ehard is unoaked, 
whieh means that it was 
not aged in oak barrels as 
is most eommon with ehar- 
donnay s. The nose was a bit 
minerally with hints of lem- 
on and pear. The flavors of 
this wine were quite bright 
with grapefruit, lemon and 
green apple. This is a niee 
summer sipper that stands 
up to warm weather, grilled 
ehieken, salads and fish. 

Our seeond wine was a 
2008 Kendall- Jackson Vintner’s Reserve 
Summation Red Wine Blend from Cal- 
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ifomia priced at $11.99 at the 
state stores. This red blend 
was a light burgundy in col- 
or, so light that you could see 
through it. The nose was lush 
with bright aromas of berries. 
This wine, which on Kendall- 
Jackson’s website sells for $17 
(actually for the current release 
of 2009) is a mix of a half doz- 
en grape varietals including 
zinfandel, syrah, merlot, gre- 
nache, petite sirah and others, 
from Kendall-Jackson’s own 
vineyards all over California. 
The flavors presented an even 
berry-like lushness with bright 
dried cherry and notes of tobac- 
co and earth. This wine has 
virtually no tannins and a touch 
of pomegranate. 

Each week in “Red, White & 
Green, ” two wine-lovers look 
at red and white wines, none 
over $20 (and most under $15), 
in an attempt to find some great 
bottles for good prices. All pric- 
es are according to the state 
liquor store (nh. liquor state, 
nh.us) unless otherwise stated.

Shipstead (Knopf, 299 pages) 

We all know not to judge 
a book by its eover, nor 
by its Amazon reviews, 
but jaeket blurbs we’re 
given to trust. No matter 
how level-headed the 
reader, these bite-sized 
orgies of adjeetives 
tempt, promising that the 
pages within are “deeply moving” and 
“delightfully funny,” that the author is “out- 
rageously gifted” and if we weren’t so 
willfully paroehial, we would have known 
this before now. 

“Advanee praise” from an author you 
know and love is like a first-tier eonnee- 
tion on Linkedin. If Riehard Russo likes 
Maggie Shipstead, who are we to disagree? 
Thus, we enter Shipstead’s first novel. Seat- 
ing Arrangements, predisposed to affeetion, 
despite the red flag frantieally waving from 
the author bio on the back jacket. 

It says: “Maggie Shipstead was bom 
in 1983 and grew up in Orange County, 
California.” 

That’s it. 

That’s it? The sum of her life and 
experience? 

Oh, yeah, it also lists a few places Ship- 
stead’s short stories have appeared and 
says she’s a graduate of the Iowa Writers’ 
Workshop and had a fellowship at Stanford 
University. 

But no matter how well a writer knits 
together 100,000 words, it’s nice for her 
to have some complex life experience to 
offer along with a manuscript. Hemingway 
spoiled us like that. 

Shipstead doesn’t even have a Wikipedia 
page. But OK. Russo says she’s good, so 
we drink the literary Kool-Aid, and find we 
agree. She’s good. Maybe great. Occasion- 
ally, as Russo says, “hilarious and deeply 
moving.” 

Winn Van Meter is a Harvard man, a 
banker who mns his life like he packs the 
family’s Grand Cherokee: “fitting every- 
thing together with geometric precision.” 
Two areas of his life, however, have prov- 
en imperfect: First, his offspring: wayward 
daughters, not upright sons; and his bewil- 
dering inability to be accepted into the 
Pequod, not the whaling ship, but the exclu- 
sive country club to which he aspires. 

These frustrations slip into the luggage 


as Van Meter heads from his Connecti- 
cut home to the Cape, where family and 
friends have gathered at the family’s ms- 
tic home for the wedding of his pregnant 
eldest daughter. The cast includes Winn’s 
loyal and long-suffering wife Biddy; the 
recently jilted younger daughter, Livia; a 
dmnken sister-in-law, and a cast of brides- 
maids more complex and vibrant than 
anything Hollywood has given us recently. 

Shipstead learned something in Iowa, or 
comes by it naturally: how to craft a mem- 
orable line. The book is full of them. A 
beached whale is “an onyx teardrop, a great 
black river rock.” A baby emerging at birth 
is a “screaming ham hock.” Characters 
“commune with the vodka gods.” 

Her descriptives are poetic: “In his mirror 
was a young man who wore a tennis sweat- 
er with confidence and about whom blew 
the salt breeze of youth and promise.” 

Every sentence, every paragraph, is per- 
fectly crafted, lovely to behold and pleasing 
to roll around on your lips. The characters 
are interesting and familiar. Shipstead’s 
ability, as a 20something student, to write 
as a 50something male, is astounding. So 
why does it seem as though this book will 
never end, even though it’s a story that 
takes place over three days? 

It’s the longest wedding weekend ever. 
But because Shipstead’s language is like 
delicate confection, even while longing to 
leave, we stubbornly stay for the cake. 

The problem is the lack of problems, or at 
least, the lack of significant ones. Will Winn 
revert to his pre-“crib and Labrador” ways, 
and cavort with a come-hither bridesmaid? 
Will Livia reunite with her beau? What 
bridesmaid will sleep with which grooms- 
men? What family secrets will spill? 

All these things are quite compelling 
when the characters are flesh and blood at 
your own family reunion, but in a 300-page 
book, no matter how well-drawn the char- 
acters are, it’s hardly page-turning drama. 
No matter how any of the dilemmas play 
out, the Vatican will not fall. It’s a frustrat- 
ing thing to read such beautifully crafted 
words and wish for a dusting of Dan Brown; 
not enough to deaden the prose, but just to 
quicken the pace. 

It’s not that the emperor has no clothes, 
only that she has too many. In future out- 
ings, may she remove a couple of layers.

Drive-in goes digital 

It’s the latest old way to see films

There are about 20 drive-in move theaters 
in the eountry that have digital projeetion. 
The Milford Drive-In Movie Theater is now 
one of them. 

Heading into this drive-in season, owner 
Bob Seharmette deeided to make the switeh 
to digital. 

“It’s a mueh better pieture, a real sharp 
pieture, and the sound is better, too,” 
Seharmette said. 

Film produetion eompanies are moving 
away from 35mm film and toward all digi- 
tal all the time. Seharmette said the drive-in 
missed out on a eouple movies last year 
beeause they weren’t made in 35mm. 

“Our eustomers wanted to see those par- 
tieular movies, and we figured we were 
going to have to make the move,” said 
Seharmette, who has owned the theater for 
44 years. “We deeided to jump in now.” 

So far, so good. Seharmette said viewers 
have made a number of eomments about the 
better pieture. 

The drive-in season, whieh began in mid- 
April at Milford Drive-In, has been strong 
so far this year. 

“It’s one of the first times in years we’ve 
had good weather,” Seharmette said. 
“Course, we don’t know what it will be like 
the rest of the season. But it’s all based on 
the weather.” 

Seharmette figured the drive-in, whieh is 
at 53 1 Elm St. in Milford, will be paeked on 
Thursday, July 19, as the theater will feature 
a speeial one-night sereening of The Dark 
Knight, whieh was released in 2008, and at 
12:01 a.m. it will feature the mueh-antie- 
ipated new film The Dark Knight Rises, 
whieh releases nationally Friday, July 20. 
Last year, the drive-in made a similar move 
with Part 2 of Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows. The drive-in sereened Part 1 pri- 
or to midnight. Seharmette said the evening 
was very popular last year, and many kids 
dressed up for the Harry Potter film. 

The season used to be longer for the 
drive-in. Seharmette said it used to open in 
the beginning of Mareh and then elose just 
before Thanksgiving.

Continental Drift 
(PG) 

Manny the mammoth 
and his animal friends 
navigate in fee Age: 
Continental Drifts the 
fourth movie in the Ice 
Age series. 

I know, four — I totally forgot 
about at least one of them. 

Manny (voiee of Ray Romano) 
and Ellie (Queen Latifah) may have 
fought dinosaurs and global warm- 
ing but they now faee their biggest 
ehallenge — raising teenage daugh- 
ter Peaehes (Keke Palmer). Peaehes 
wants to hang out at the falls with the 
eool kids, partieularly hot boy mam- 
moth Ethan (Aubrey Graham), but 
Manny, always the overproteetive 
dad, is not eool with that. He would 
prefer she hang out with her mole- 
hog buddy Louis (Josh Gad), who 
is bummed about being stuek in the 
friend zone with Peaehes. Meanwhile, 
Sid the sloth (John Leguizamo) is 
briefly visited by the family that aban- 
doned him. While he had hoped for a 
reunion, they only stopped by to dump 
off Granny (Wanda Sykes). They are 


in a big hurry beeause it appears that 
the world is going through some sig- 
nifieant ehanges. 

As we’ve seen before in the shorts 
that have Serat (the proto-squirrel) 
chasing an acorn on the Earth’s core 
and causing a crack-up of the super- 
continent, the world is undergoing 
some tectonic shifts. (Yeah, just for- 
get about trying to fit this series into 
a timeline that, if you’ll remember, 
included in the first movie Man- 
ny and the crew caring for a human 
baby.) A wall of land is inching 
toward the spot our friends call home, 
threatening to push them into the sea 
unless they cross a land bridge a few 
days’ walk away. Unfortunately, the 
break-up comes fast and Manny, Sid, 
Granny and Diego (Denis Leary) are 
stuck on a hunk of land that sails out 
to sea. Desperate to get back to his 
family, Manny and the gang mn into 
an iceberg of animal pirates, led by 
Captain Gutt (Peter Dinklage, mak- 
ing a juicy meal of his villainous role 
— another argument for everything 
having more Dinklage). Finding a 
way home will mean escaping his 
crew — or at least most of his crew. 
Diego seems not so eager to escape 
Shira (Jennifer Lopez), a sleek gray 
saber-toothed tiger. 


With the Peaches and Ellie story- 
line, we get a tale of teen crushes and 
a lesson about not being a jerk to your 
friends just to suck up to the cool 
crowd. In the Manny storyline, we 
get adventure and pratfalls. Through- 
out, there are scenes with Serat, Wile 
E. Coyote to the acorn’s Roadmn- 
ner, some of which have appeared 
in shorts. It’s a lot of movie for your 
buck (particularly if you don’t bother 
with the 3D). 

And Ice Age feels, as the series 
always has, about quantity of cartoon 
more than quality of story. It’s more 
Saturday cartoon than animated fea- 
ture masterpiece. You have your 
wacky little squirrel for the tiniest 
viewers, your more developed stories 
for the older kids and, I guess, a few 
sarcastic asides for the parents. (One 
from Sid did actually make mention 
of the anachronistic appearance of 
dinosaurs in the last movie.) Nothing 
here feels exceptional, but it is all a 
notch above serviceable and even the 
12-year-old I brought with me to the 
theater enjoyed himself B-

To Rome With Love 
(PG-13) 

Americans and Italians 
navigate love and success 
in the Eternal City in To 
Rome With Love, one 
of those filler Woody 
Allen movies that we get 
between good Woody 
Allen movies. 

Yes, this is one of those, those 


forgettable paper sleeve movies sep- 
arating the Mint Milanos of actual 
entertainment. Between Midnight in 
Paris and Whatever Works, we had 
one dud of a feature film. (It was }bu 
Will Meet a Tall Dark Stranger — 
I know I saw it but I have almost no 
memory of it. And yes, I liked What- 
ever Works.) Between Whatever 
Works and Match Point, there were 
two. (That’s right, Vicky Cristina Bar- 
celona was, in my opinion, filler.) 
Between Match Point and Small Time 
Crooks, there were five very tough 
rows to hoe. Maybe the next movie, or 
the one after that, will be a real swell 
time. And hey, that’s not a terrible 
average. You make roughly a movie 
per year, as Allen does, you’re bound 
to make a few mediocre-to-sucky 
ones. And good on him for being the 
driving force, success or failure, of the 
movies he makes. I think that perhaps 
he should try to make more mov- 
ies that don’t feel bogged down by 
decades-old ideas, but, hey. Midnight 
in Paris felt original. 

To Rome With Love, on the other 
hand, feels like some forgotten, dust- 
covered idea revived due to lack of 
something better. The movie cuts 
between four unconnected (as far as 
I can tell) stories: 

(1) Hayley (Alison Pill), an Amer- 
ican visiting Rome, falls in love with 
Michelangelo (Flavio Parent!). Her 
father, Jerry (Woody Allen), a retired 
classical music producer thinks 
Giancarlo (Fabio Armiliato), Michel- 
angelo’s father, has a voice for opera 
and tries to get him into the spotlight. 
But he can only sing when he’s in the 
shower. 

(2) Successful architect John (Alec 
Baldwin) returns to Rome, where 
he lived decades earlier, and wan- 
ders around his old neighborhood. 
He meets Jack (Jesse Eisenberg), a 


young man studying to be an archi- 
tect, who is living with his girlfiiend 
Sally (Greta Gerwig) and about to 
meet her friend, the nothing-but-trou- 
ble Monica (Ellen Page). 

(3) Antonio (Alessandro Tiberi) 
and his new bride Milly (Alessandra 
Tiberi) come to Rome to live and per- 
haps build some wealth thanks to a 
job Antonio has with his uncles. But 
then she gets lost in the city looking 
for a salon and he is mistaken for a 
customer by prostitute Anna (Penel- 
ope Cruz). 

(4) And then there’s Leopol- 
do (Roberto Benigni), middle-class 
shmo who briefly becomes a celeb- 
rity on par with Brad Pitt. 

I had faint memories of Melin- 
da and Melinda, that darkest point 
before the dawn of Match Point, 
while watching this movie. That 
movie featured tales unspooled by 
three people sitting around a table 
talking, providing clunky introduc- 
tion to what we’re about to see and a 
“here’s the point” summation. Here, 
a man stands up near the end to tell 
us that life is tough for everybody so 
we might as well enjoy the perks of 
celebrity. OK, sure, it’s as good a rul- 
ing principle for this mushy mix as 
anything. But the movie didn’t actu- 
ally make me think about that. It 
didn’t actually make me think about 
anything. Perhaps in the Alec Bald- 
win segment I could have pondered 
the idea of youthful mistakes, but the 
movie, so literal in its “watch the old 
guy Greek choms his younger self,” 
actually seems to say “no, that’s OK, 
we’ll state the point for you.” So then 
I’m just left “enjoying” what, the 
comedy? The performances? The 
witty dialogue? Ha, no. C-

HIPPO NITE 

A talk with Lisa Lampanelli 

Queen of Mean loves to roast ,i\ 77

Outrageous stereotypes — of raee, gender, 
religion and sexual preferenee — dominate 
Lisa Lampanelli ’s aet, but what she savag- 
es above all is bigotry itself. At the end of 
every night, the “Queen of Mean” eome- 
dian reminds her audienee that real haters 
ean’t be fans. An outspoken supporter of gay 
rights, she onee pledged to donate $1,000 
for every protester when a right-wing hate 
group threatened to pieket her show. Forty- 
eight showed up, and she told TMZ, “I won’t 
quibble. I’ll make it an even $50,000.” 

Inspired by a love for Dean Martin eeleb- 
rity roasts, the 50-year-old Lampanelli 
entered eomedy late in life. Her big break 
eame in 2002 when she appeared at a Fri- 
ar’s Club roast of Chevy Chase. She’s done 
several sinee, and served as Roastmaster at 
Larry The Cable Guy’s 2009 Comedy Cen- 
tral fete. 

Reeently, she appeared on Celebri- 
ty Apprentice, finishing in the final four 
and raising $130,000 for her favorite ehar- 
ity. Gay Men’s Health Crisis. After years of 
struggling with weight issues, Lampanelli 
and her husband Jimmy Cannizarro had gas- 
trie sleeve surgery last spring; she’s lost 52 
pounds so far. In June, when Adam Carolla 
took heat for saying “dudes are funnier than 
ehieks,” she defended him - even though 
his explanation riffed her routine: “When 
you’re pieking a basketball team, you’ll take 
the brother over the guy with the yarmulke.” 

Lampanelli spoke with the Hippo from 
her home in New York. 

First of all, ifs very gracious of you to let 
Adam Carolla steal part of your act 

Oh, I love him! Literally, he and Penn 
Jillette were the reasons I got through Celeb- 
rity Apprentice. 

You agreed with Carolla, saying your 
top 100 comic list only has three women — 
who, and why? 

I love Kathy Griffin, Chelsea Handler and 
Sarah Silverman. Joan Rivers is ieonie, so 
of eourse she’s in there. But yeah, there’s 
very few. I like women who ean do eome- 
dy guys ean do, not “woman” eomedy. Like, 
I don’t want to hear about your period, or 
your shopping habit or your husband and 
he’s this or that. Typieal woman stuff, I hate. 
But those ehieks keep it real, so that’s who 
I’ll go to see. 

What made you think you^d succeed? 

I always listened to what the audienee 
found funny, beeause that’s what I found 
funny. I found it funny to make fun of 
people, and I loved Riekles and the roast 
personality. I would listen to the eassette 
tape of my show in the ear on the way home 
and say, “I’m laughing at that seetion.” If 
I’m really laughing at that and the audienee 
isn’t offended, that’s what I’m going with. 
I started doing eomedy late enough — 30 


years old — that I already knew what I was 
doing already. 

Before you were a comic, you worked at 
Rolling Stone magazine. Did that experi- 
ence shape your style at all? 

No, but it did help me promote myself It’s 
two different art forms, but when you ean’t 
afford a publieist and you’re doing your first 
10 years of eomedy without any money, it 
really helps to be able to write a good press 
release. My training in media savvy as a 
writer helped me publieize myself 

You also worked for Spy magazine. What 
was that like? 

It was so intimidating beeause every 
person there was a Harvard grad; I’d got- 
ten my job beeause I’d done a Harvard 
program ealled the Radeliffe Proeedures 
Course, whieh was a big deal to get into. 
But I was this person who didn’t know what 
I was doing, and they said, ‘You’re ehief of 
researeh.’ Oh, my God! So I legitimately felt 
like sueh a loser. But 10 years ago they did 
a Spy eoffee table book and interviewed us 
all. When I said I was intimidated, the edi- 
tor told me everyone said the same thing; 
that it was so weird to walk in and feel like 
the stupidest person there. Everybody felt it, 
beeause it was so heightened, sueh a high- 
end publieation that we all felt we didn’t 
belong. 

It must have felt good to be a part of it. 

Yes, and at Rolling Stone, plaees that mat- 
tered. I was at Us Magazine before it was 
US Weekly, when it was a good magazine. 
I’m not saying it’s bad now, but it’s shifted 
to total eelebrity tabloid stuff So it’s kind 
of like wow, baek then it was very seleetive 
. . . there were no New Jersey housewives on 
the eover. 

You have a Broadway show coming up. 
What can people expect? 

With a one-person show, you really need 
a story are. Billy Crystal did 700 Sundays, 
about his relationship with his father. I have 
his writer helping me write my show, and it 
really is a story, but it resembles my stand- 
up in that it’s still funny. It definitely has 
moments about my life and my struggle, but 
without belaboring it. I always say to my 
hardeore fans, don’t worry; we’ll gloss over 
the erying part real quiek. But there will be 
enough substanee so that people will know 
... why I am this way. There’s a lot about 
men and food — the things I’ve always been 
obsessed with. 

It^s an extension of your book? 

Exaetly. 

You recently had a gastric sleeve proce- 
dure and lost 50 pounds. Was it a difficult 
decision to do surgery? 

No, beeause I knew the time was right 
after 32 years of struggling with it. We 
bought a plaee in Canyon Raneh, the health-

iest place in the world, and I gained weight 
there. Life’s too short to not be able to look 
in a mirror and like what you see, and also 
have potential health risks that are really 
bad ... it was the easiest thing I ever did, but 
now it’s hard. Two ounces of food six times 
a day — that’s tiny. 

LeCs talk about funny stuff: Have you 
added any new names to your worthless 
person roast list? 

Not yet, but we’ll need to add Sandusky, 
Tom and Katie, Travolta, anybody who’s in 
the news will be there next time. 

Do you ever feel like there ^s a target 
thaCs off limits, or is everything fair game? 

Oh, no. Everyone’s equal — if you make 
fun of one minority, better make fun of all 
of them. You’re pretty racist if you don’t. I 
always felt like leaving somebody out is the 
biggest insult of all. So no one’s off limits, 
but the only people I have trouble making 
fun of are the people who’ve been nice to 
me. If I met someone at a party and then 
they do something stupid, I feel kind of 
douche-y making fun of them later. But you 
know what? If the joke’s funny. I’m gonna 
have to say it. 

That didn ^t help Donald Trump at all. 

Well, the Trump thing was great because 
he added me to Celebrity Apprentice after his 
roast, because he loved the roast so much. I 
thought, hey — if he can invite me on the 
show, if he can take it, screw it. Everybody 
else can too. 

Have you ever regretted backlash or felt 
powerful people like Sarah Palin putting 
you in their sights? 

I don’t think so Sheri Shepherd hates 

me and has called me racist on The View but 
Whoopi always defends me and says it’s 
comedy. She made fun of everything and 
loves that kind of humor. So I don’t think 
anybody powerful or smart has — because 
Sheri Shepherd is neither. But that’s real- 
ly the only person I’ve heard of who’s a 
douche to me. 
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Have you ever met someone who didn 
get your act, who said something like, 
*Hey, you want to help Kickstart my Jew 
ish conspiracy book? ’ 

Yes, but not any more beeause I talk 
about it at the end now. But before they’d 
eome up and say, those were some funny ... 
jokes there. You just edueate or sehool them 
after. Most groups get the point — like the 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis know the reason 
for the jokes. Most people are smart enough 
to get it. 

You raise a lot of money for that charity. 
Are there others? 

I don’t think so, because the focus is real- 
ly on them now. With The Apprentice — and 
I took on the Westboro Baptist Church and 
donated all that money to the Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis from my own pocket. As of 

Chris Smither 

68-year-old says he’s at the

On each of his last three records, Chris 
Smither revealed a philosophical side. He 
brushed off old age in Leave The Light On: 
“I’ve been left for dead before but I still 
fight on,” the 60-something scoffed. On 
the subject of love and fidelity. Time Stands 
Still offered this koan: “Lost my mind to the 
ties that bind but it set me free.” 

These days, Smither urges patience 
against a tide of fools: “It all comes to pass, 
it don’t come to stay . . . loosen your shoes, 
don’t listen to news that keeps you up at 
night,” he sings on his latest studio album. 
Hundred Dollar Valentine. 

One wonders what advice might the old- 
er and wiser Smither offer to his younger, 
wilder self if given a chance. 

“Quit drinking sooner!” he says with a 
laugh, adding some wisdom he often tells 
younger performers. “You’ve got a lot of 
time. If you are in this for the long haul, it 
doesn’t have to happen tomorrow or next 
day.” 

Smither has the chance to impart knowl- 
edge gained from 40-plus years in music 
as an instructor at Fur Peace Ranch. He’s 
taught technique at the Ohio music camp 
run by Hot Tuna guitarist Jorma Kaukonen 
since it opened 15 years ago. 

“I learn as much as anybody else does, 
which is what I like best,” he says. “There’s 
nothing like trying to teach someone else to 
show what you don’t understand.” 

Yet the man who wrote “Love You Like 
a Man” saved his best for last. “I am almost 
68 and I’m at the top of my career,” he says. 
“I’ve never done this well in my whole 
life.” In large part, it’s due to his fertile part- 
nership with David “Goody” Goodrich, the 
multi-instrumentalist and producer who’s 
helmed every Smither studio project since 
2005 ’s Train Home. 

“It’s a very easy relationship,” Smither 
says. “There’s a lot of mutual reliance — 
trust, actually. He trusts me to write songs 
that won’t embarrass him to work on, and I 
trust him to make them sound right.” 

For Hundred Dollar Valentine, released 
in June, Treat Her Right alumni — harp

now, they’re the guys I’m aligned with. 
They get me, I get them; I’ve been down to 
their headquarters. As far as jumping into 
something else. I’d have to investigate that 
first — because I love these guys. 

Do you have anything to say to peo- 
ple who felt you got robbed on The 
Apprentice? 

I got kicked off just at the right time — 
after winning big money and before I killed 
anyone!

player Jim Fitting and drummer Billy 
Conway — are part of a studio band that 
includes Goodrich’s Groovasaurus mates 
Anita Surahin and Ian Kennedy. The idea of 
using harmonica caught Smither off-guard. 
“I said, do we have to?” he recalls, but when 
the buccaneer bespoke Fitting arrived with 
a briefcase full of harps, he relented. His 
contribution to “What Might Have Been” is 
one of the record’s high points. 

Conway played on the fans-only What I 
Learned In School, a 20 1 1 EP of covers by 
Chuck Berry, Lee Dorsey, Jimmy Reed and 
others. He and Smither found an immedi- 
ate chemistry. “He reads my mind, and he 
understands almost instinctively how the 
song is supposed to feel,” Smither says. 
“That is something that I have never expe- 
rienced before with a drummer.” 

Smither usually adds a couple of tasty 
covers to his records, but this one is all 
original — though two are remakes of old- 
er songs. 

“It just sort of happened,” he says. “Usu- 
ally I write a handful of songs and then start 
looking around for one or two covers. This 
time, I had the songs written and Goody 
said, ‘Why don’t you cover yourself?’”

They settled on a pair of tunes that others 
had done but that weren’t a regular part of 
his shows. ‘T Feel The Same Way” appeared 
on Bonnie Raitt’s Takin'My Time in 1973; 
it’s one of Smither’s personal favorites. ‘T 
look back at it as one of the really good 
songs I wrote,” he says. ‘T like the lack of 
wordiness, the simplicity of it all.” 

The dark “Every Mother’s Son” might be 
a response to school shootings at Virginia 
Tech in 2007 or Columbine in 1999. But it 
first appeared in 1970 on Smither’s debut 
album, Fm a Stranger Here Too! “A dismal 
story,” agrees Smither, “not in the least bit 
dated.” 

One more old song found its way onto 
Hundred Dollar Valentine as a bonus track, 
thanks to alert engineer Mark Thayer. After 
a long night of darts and conversation, 
Smither plucked the bluesy number out on 


a resonator guitar. 

“Goody said, what’s that? Play it again,” 
recalls Smither, and Thayer recorded it with 
the four-track digital machine he always 
carries. The tune, “Rosalie,” is rough and 
raw — a fitting coda.

Perspective 

Of the world’s 7 billion people, an esti- 
mated 2.6 billion do not have toilet aecess, 
and every day a reported 4,000 ehildren die 
from sanitation-related illnesses. However, 
in May, in Portland, Ore., Douglas Eki and 
“Jason” Doctolero were awarded $332,000 
for wrongful firing because they complained 
about being inconvenienced at work by not 
having an easily available toilet. Menzies Avi- 
ation had arranged for the men to use facilities 
at nearby businesses at their Portland Interna- 
tional Airport site, but the men said they felt 
unwelcome at those places and continued to 
complain (and use buckets). One juror said 
afterward that having easy access to a toilet 
was a “basic human right,” citing the “dignity 
(of) being able to go to the bathroom with- 
in 30 seconds or a minute.” Said Doctolero, 
“Hopefully, no one will have to suffer what I 
went through.” 

The Entrepreneurial Spirit 

• When Sherry Bush returned home 
in Westlake, Ohio, in May, she found an 
“invoice” written on a napkin, left by “Sue 
Warren,” billing her $75 for a houseclean- 
ing that Warren had done while Bush was out. 
However, Bush never heard of Warren, and 
there had been reports by others in Westlake 
of Warren’s aggressive acquisition of “cli- 
ents.” “Did you get the wrong house?” Bush 
asked Warren when she found “Sue Warren 
Cleaning” online. “No,” said Warren, “I do 
this all the time. I just stop and clean your 
house.” Warren was not immediately charged 
with a crime. 

• Disgraced televangelist Jim Bakker still 
owes the IRS a reported $6 million and now 
sells a line of “survival” products to help 
true believers live through the coming apoc- 
alypse. (It is unclear whether believers need 
to “survive,” since the popular reading of the 
apocalypse casts it as a fast track to heaven for 
the faithful.) The Talking Points Memo blog 
did some comparative shopping and found 
many of Bakker ’s items to be overpriced by 
as much as 100 percent. Bakker also offers 
the devout a $100 Silver Solution Total Body 
Cleanse Kit, which includes enemas. 

Radical Science 

• A start-up venture in Singapore announced 
in June that it has developed an adult diaper 
made of “Sofshell,” a substance that hardens 
on contact and redistributes weight — so that 
if seniors fall on their rear ends, the impact 
will be absorbed with a lesser risk of broken 
bones. One of the developers demonstrated 
by dropping a bowling ball on a cellphone 
protected by the material, and the phone suf- 
fered not a scratch. 

• Researchers at the National Universi- 
ty of Singapore described, in a recent issue 
of the journal Biology Letters, how a cer- 
tain species of male tropical spider seemingly 
improves its chances of successful mating by 
castrating itself after releasing sperm. The sci- 
entists hypothesize that testes-removal makes 
the male nimbler and better able to trick and 
outflank competitor males that attempt to 
reinseminate the same females. Improving 
their strategic mobility also enables the male 
to avoid being killed by the female, which 
is yet another hazard in the spider-mating 
process. 


NEWS OF THE WEIRD

Critters’ World 

• Suspicions Confirmed: Scientists from 
Lund University’s Primate Research Station 
Furuvik in Sweden announced in May that 
they had evidence that chimpanzees are able 
to delay using weapons they encounter, hide 
them and retrieve them later for use against 
“foes.” The weapons were stones and chunks 
of concrete, and the foes were visitors to the 
zoo who annoyed the chimps. According to 
the researchers, the 3 3 -year-old chimp San- 
tino also took pains to hide the weapons in 
locations where they could be accessed easily 
for the element of surprise against the visitors. 

• Bullfighting may be on the wane in some 
countries because of complaints about cruel- 
ty, but in the village of Aproz, Switzerland, 
there is a replacement each May: cow-fight- 
ing contests. According to a Wall Street 
Journal dispatch, this is a serious business, 
especially for Alain Balet, whose cow Mana- 
than has won the heavyweight title for three 
years running, and who “folio w(s) training 
regimens worthy of professional athletes,” 
including engaging masseuses. The action, 
however, is mostly head-butting (plus “abun- 
dant slobber,” reported the Journal), and the 
“contest” is won when one of the cows los- 
es interest and wanders away. Balet pointed 
out an obvious additional pleasure in raising 
championship cows: “It’s still a cow. I can eat 
her.” 

Leading Economic Indicators 

• While top stars of World Wrestling Enter- 
tainment, such as John Cena and Triple H, 
earn upwards of several hundred thousand 
dollars a year in U.S. rings, pro wrestlers in 
Senegal can (in the wrestling variation called 
laamb) make almost that amount too. In May, 
the undefeated national “champion,” the 
“King of the Arena” Yekini, suffered his first 
defeat in 15 years at the hands of Balia Gaye 
2, before a capacity crowd at Demba Diop 
Stadium in Dakar, earning the combatants a 
reported equivalent of $300,000 each. (Per 
capita income in the U.S. is about $40,000 


and in Senegal, $1,900.) 

• Hard Times: (1) In May, the Missou- 
la (Mont.) Sheriff’s Office was investigating 
the theft of a car from the victim’s yard — a 
1976 Ford Pinto (which, in addition to being 
a Pinto, had four flat tires). (2) In Mesa, Ariz., 
in May, Manuel Ovalle, 35, was charged 
with burglary after allegedly breaking into 
a home and taking a Playstation 3 and two 
bags of water from the home’s swimming 
pool. (Ovalle told police his own home had 
no water supply.) 

Readers’ Choice 

(1) A pair of mated giant tortoises that 
had lived in harmony for 115 years in zoos 
in Klagenfurt, Austria, are a couple no more, 
and apparently things ended badly. In June, 
the female Bibi bit off part of the male Pol- 
di’s shell, and efforts to reconcile the pair, 
including using aphrodisiacs, proved futile. 
(2) Daniel Collins Jr., 72, was charged with 
aggravated assault in Teaneck, N.J., in June 
after allegedly threatening to shoot a 47-year- 
old neighbor. Collins said he was reacting 
to the neighbor’s passing gas loudly outside 
Collins’ apartment after the two men had been 
discussing noise. 

Redneck Chronicles 

Police in Decatur, Ala., were called to 
a home on South Locust Street in May on 
a report of a gunshot. They found that a 
61 -year-old man, who had been drinking beer 
to ease his toothache, had finally had enough 
and attempted to eliminate the tooth by shoot- 
ing his jaw with a .25-caliber pistol. He was 
hospitalized.
